AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT  FOR  1976 

The  Bicentennial  of  the  American  Revolution  is  here,  and  churches  across  the 
country  are  planning  how  they  will  participate  in  this  great  celebration. 

The  American  Bible  Society  can  help  them.  Forty  years  younger  than  our 
country,  the  ABS  (born  in  1816)  grew  up  with  the  new  nation  and  made  sure  that 
its  citizens  always  had  available  copies  of  God's  Word  to  guide  them.  Pilgrim  to 
pioneer,  farmer  to  factory  worker,  the  ABS  was  ready  with  the  Word  for  everyone. 

Today  the  goal  is  the  same.  The  translation,  publication  and  distribution  of  the 
Scriptures  in  the  language  of  the  people  without  doctrinal  note  or  comment  and 
without  profit.  As  a  vital  resource  agency  to  the  churches,  the  ABS  works  with  the 
United  Bible  Societies  around  the  world  to  provide  the  Scriptures  to  more  people 
than  ever.  At  least  one  book  of  the  Bible  has  now  been  translated  into  1577 
languages,  and  the  number  of  Bibles,  New  Testaments,  portions  and  selections 
distributed  throughout  the  world  annually  runs  into  the  hundreds  of  millions  of 
copies. 

From  a  financial  point  of  view  higher  costs  have  led  to  postponement  of  Bible 
Society  projects  in  many  countries.  $11.2  million  was  pledged  for  support  of  world 
wide  programs  in  1976,  but  these  funds  are  not  enough.  More  are  needed  if  the 
Society  is  to  continue  its  vital  work.  In  1975,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
contributed  $238,554  to  this  worthy  cause.  The  suggested  goal  is  for  us  to  give 
three  cents  per  member  per  year  which  would  provide  $350,000. 

We  ask  your  continued  prayers,  that  the  Bible  Society,  in  partnership  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  with  all  willing  Christians  may  fulfill  more  effec- 
tively its  task  of  bringing  the  Word  of  God  to  all  those  who  ask  for  it  and  need  it.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1976 


Southern  Baptist  churches  depend  on  the  Annuity  Board  to  provide  retirement 
and  insurance  protection  to  pastors  and  others  in  church-related  vocations. 

The  Board  holds  in  trust  retirement  contributions  from  nearly  40,000  persons. 
Their  contributions  will  be  converted  into  annuity  benefits  when  they  retire. 

These  contributions,  taken  together,  are  considered  as  funds  held  in  trust  by 
the  Annuity  Board.  They  now  amount  to  $401,135,261.  While  this  appears  to  be  a 
great  deal  of  money,  this  must  be  divided  among  40,000  future  annuitants  and 
serve  their  lifetime,  post-retirement  needs. 
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Darold  H.  Morgan,  president  of  the  Board,  described  1975  as  "an  excellent 
year  of  recovery,  growth,  and  optimism"  for  the  agency.  Income  from  investment 
of  funds  held  in  trust  attained  a  one-year  record  of  $23,149,064. 

Benefits  paid  to  retirees,  widows,  and  the  disabled  in  1975  amounted  to 
$15,734,003.  During  the  Annuity  Board's  58  years  of  existence,  it  has  paid  more 
than  $141  million  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits. 

A  13th  Check  issued  in  December  1975  provided  8,221  annuitants  with  an 
extra  month's  income  to  help  them  combat  the  rapidly  rising  cost  of  living.  The 
combined  amount  of  this  extra  benefit  came  to  $733,585.  It  is  called  the  13th 
Check  because  it  is  over  and  above  the  12  regular  monthly  payments. 

The  Annuity  Board  helps  churches  and  SBC  agencies  get  the  best  coverage  at 
the  most  advantageous  rates  in  life,  health,  and  disability  insurance.

In  North  Carolina  2667  staff  members  of  2140  churches  and  associations  are 
participating  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  program— 2421  in  the  Family 
Benefit  Plan  (A),  1069  in  the  Age  Security  Section  (Plan  B),  and  240  in  the 
Variable  Benefit  Section  (Plan  C). 

In  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  we  only  have  11  of  our  churches  participating 
in  any  of  the  plans.  Actually  at  this  time  only  7  of  our  pastors  are  in  the  plan  in  any 
degree.  This  is  something  our  churches  need  to  look  into.  It  is  not  only  a  retirement 
plan  but  an  insurance  for  the  church  in  case  of  disability.

Let  me  bring  to  your  attention  by  way  of  this  report  several  film  services 
available  to  churches  and  pastors.  The  one  most  familiar  to  pastors  is  the  film 
service  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention.  A  catalogue  with  a  listing  of  free  films  and 
umstrips  is  made  available  each  year  to  pastors. 

Another  source  for  films  is  Religious  Film  Services,  2804  Anderson  Drive, 
Raleigh,  N.  C.  27608.  (Tel.  969-782-1872.)  Rentals  on  films  are  about  $10.00  to 
150.00. 
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A  third  source  for  films  is  probably  unknown  to  most  of  you— our  own  Polk 
County  Library.  Polk  County  Library  can  secure  for  you  through  the  N.  C.  Public 
Library  Film  Service  (for  a  handling  fee  of  less  than  $1.00)  films  on  hundreds  of 
subjects.  For  example:  If  you  were  leading  a  retreat  of  young  married  couples  and 
were  using  a  Family  Life  Theme,  a  good  "discussion  starter"  film  is  "Have  I  Told 
you  Lately  That  I  Love  You."  The  catalogue  gives  the  following  description:  "1961 
release;  16  minutes;  black  and  white  ...  A  realistic  picture  of  how  labor-saving 
gadgets  and  advances  in  communication  and  transportation  discourage  conversation 
between  mernbers  of  one  small  family;  good  for  discussion  starter  at  any  adult 
group."  The  Polk  County  Librarian  will  be  glad  to  assist  you  in  securing  films  listed 
in  the  catalogue. 

Now,  about  equipment:  many  churches  have  their  own  projectors,  screens,  etc. 
Most  are  willing  to  loan  to  other  churches.  Also,  I  have  found  the  public  schools 
cooperate  in  letting  churches  borrow  their  projectors  and  equipment.  Ask  around. 
I'm  sure  most  will  be  glad  to  help  you.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT  FOR  1976 

The  variety  of  services  provided  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina  has  been  increased  greatly  in  recent  years.  Western  N.  C.  has  shared  in  this 
expansion  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  our  Baptist  people  and  other  friends 
of  dependent  children. 

Western  N.  C.  has  provided  many  of  our  finest  foster  homes  since  the  beginning 
of  this  program  in  the  1930's.  This  continues  to  be  one  of  our  finest  services.  We 
are  constantly  in  need  of  more  good  foster  homesand  will  welcome  an  opportunity 
to  talk  with  people  who  would  like  to  work  with  us  in  this  program. 

The  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  opened  in  1970,  became  the  first  agency- 
owned  group  facility  in  Western  N.  C.  This  has  proved  to  be  a  much-needed  and 
well-received  service.  Girls  have  been  served  from  throughout  N.  C.  and  beyond.  It 
is  recognized  for  its  quality  of  care  and  Christian  concern. 

After  several  years  of  careful  planning,  generous  giving,  and  hard  work, 
Broyhill  Home  became  a  reality  in  1971.  People  in  the  Western  part  of  the  state 
rose  to  the  challenge  and  provided  funds  to  purchase  land  and  develop  a  campus 
with  buildings  and  facilities  for  sixty  children.  This  is  one  of  the  most  modern 
up-to-date  facilities  of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 
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Many  children  find  themselves  in  emergency  situations  in  which  they  need  help 
immediately.  To  serve  this  child  we  are  developing  emergency  care  homes.  The 
Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  at  Forest  City,  now  in  its  second  year  of  operation,  is 
proving  beneficial  to  numbers  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  department  of  Child  Development  and  Family  Education  is  available  to 
assist  pastors  and  churches  on  planning  and  presenting  wider  services  to  strengthen, 
enrich,  and  support  Christian  Family  Life.  Members  of  the  staff  are  available  upon 
call  to  provide  assistance  in  planning  for  day  care,  family  education,  and  related 
interests. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  at  the  Homes  for  every  expression  of  interest  and  means 
of  support  provided  by  our  people.  Special  gifts,  income  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  and  the  Thanksgiving  Offerings  are  vital  to  our  existence.,  We  thank  you 
for  every  expression  of  your  faith  and  confidence.

BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  OF  N.  C.  REPORT  FOR  1976 

During  the  1975-76  fiscal  year,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  has 
continued  to  be  used  as  a  channel  for  Baptists  of  our  state  to  provide  a  tangible 
support  for  missions  in  a  perpetual  way  for  the  years  to  come.  Through  a  will  of  a 
person  who  has  received  financial  assistance  years  ago  from  our  Baptist  Hospital,  a 
,$29,950  trust  was  established  with  the  Baptist  Foundation  to  provide  income  for 
the  hospital's  needy  patients.  The  income  of  the  investment  for  one  year  will  repay 
what  the  hospital  provided  in  financial  assistance  to  this  person. 

A  widow  tithed  the  estate  of  her  recently  deceased  husband  to  provide  an 
educational  scholarship  for  a  student  in  Christian  education  in  one  of  our  Baptist 
colleges.  Another  husband  and  wife  began  a  trust  "To  the  Glory  of  God  and  in 
lonor  of  our  Pastor."  This  was  but  the  beginning  of  a  BOOK  OF  HONOR  FOR 
iJORTH  CAROLINA  PASTORS     AND  MISSIONARIES  with  income  to  go  to  all 
1  bission  efforts  of  our  denomination  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  value  of 
|  jhe  principal  has  increased  sixty  times  already  since  the  first  gift  and  several  pastors 
I  ind  missionaries  have  been  remembered  in  this  expression  of  love. 
I      New  additions  during  the  year  1975-76  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Founda- 
tion assets  held  for  our  institutions  and  missions  totaled  $210,147.17.  This  amount 
I  lombined  with  the  market  value  of  real  estate  (including  the  Yanceville  unit  of  the 
#M.  C.  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.),  annuity  trusts,  and  the  Foundation  Common  Trust 
ffund  brings  the  total  market  value  of  assets,  as  of  June  30,  1976  to  $2,946,044.49. 
I      The  income  from  Foundation  trust  funds  paid  to  beneficiaries  during  1975-76 
Iras  $157,069.28.  In  previous  years  the  Foundation  has  paid  to  beneficiaries

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 


"Christian  stewardship"  is  a  phrase  frequently  heard  in  staff  meetings  at 
Baptist  Hospital.  The  Hospital's  leadership  holds  to  a  philosophy  of  administration 
based  on  stewardship  and  tries  to  pass  this  on  to  all  employees.  The  difference  this 
makes  in  the  whole  atmosphere  of  the  hospital  is  evident  to  patients  and  visitors. 

One  of  the  most  significant  developments  is  the  creation  of  a  department  ofj 
Family  Medicine.  This  department  provides  primary  health  care  for  a  limited; 
number  of  families,  that  is,  the  kind  of  all-round,  ongoing  health  care  normally 
provided  by  a  family  physician.  This  will  help  to  balance  the  trend  of  recent  years 
toward  increased  specialization  in  the  practice  of  medicine. 

Many  of  the  physicians  training  in  family  medicine  are  receiving  part  of  their 
clinical  experience  in  small  towns  and  rural  communities  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Area  Health  Education  Centers,  created  by  the  State  legislature.  It  is  hoped  that' 
some  will  care  to  remain  in  these  areas. 

Improvement  of  physical  facilities  is  another  expression  of  the  hospital's  sense 
of  stewardship.  In  recent  months  renovation  of  the  west  and  south  wings  of  the 
hospital  has  been  completed.  Other  improvements  have  been  made.  A  four  level 
parking  deck  which  will  provide  about  800  parking  spaces  is  in  the  making.  The 
Pastoral  Care  Department  continues  to  make  its  contribution  toward  the  fulfillment 
of  our  stewardship.  A  chaplain  is  assigned  to  each  area  of  the  hospital.  There  are 
capacity  enrollments  in  all  phases  of  the  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  programs.  A 
third  satellite  has  been  opened  in  Morganton  during  the  year. 

Gifts'  from  Baptist  churches  have  been  very  gratifying.  The  Mother's  Day  gifts 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  were  $405,946,  compared  to  a  total  of  $390,000' 
for  the  preceding  year.  However,  again,  Polk  Association  has  fallen  short  of  our: 
capabilities.  In  1976  only  eleven  churches  out  of  our  twenty  have  participated  in 
this  worthy  cause,  giving  a  total  of  $899.  The  Baptist  Hospital  needs  our  support.  [ 
Let  us  do  our  best.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  IN  OUR  STATE 

A  careful  reading  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  history  reveals  that  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  was  organized  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Baptist 
College.  When  the  Convention  was  formed  in  1830,  there  were  two  church  academ- 
ies already  in  existence,  as  well  as  the  University  of  N.  C.  at  Chapel  Hill.  However, 
Baptists  wanted  their  own  school.  Wake  Forest  Institution  was  begun  in  1834.  Five 
years  later  the  Institute  became  Wake  Forest  College.  Thus,  Baptists  in  this  state 
have  been  closely  identified  with  Christian  higher  education  for  142  years. 

Today  we  have  Wake  Forest  University,  Campbell,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill, 
Meredith,  and  Wingate  Senior  Colleges  and  Chowan  Junior  College.  Also,  we  have 
Fruitland  Bible  Institute  and  Southeastern  Seminary  in  our  State. 

We  now  have  what  we  call  the  Council  of  Higher  Education.  The  Council  is  the 
only  organization  of  its  kind  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  is  one  of  the 
oldest  educational  cooperatives  in  America. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  continue  to  support  their  colleges  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  and  the  Baptist  College  Day  offering  on  Father's  Day. 

The  colleges  continue  to  provide  training  tor  most  of  the  pastors  and  other 
church  staff  persons  who  lead  North  Carolina  Baptist  churches. 

Pastors  have  helped  the  colleges  in  their  efforts  to  recruit  Baptist  young  people 
by  furnishing  the  names  of  high  school  students  for  contact  by  the  colleges. 

The  colleges  pledge  to  North  Carolina  Baptist  youth  that  financial  aid  is  availa- 
ble to  assist  them  in  attending  a  Baptist  college.  No  qualified  student  is  turned  away 
for  financial  reasons.  Grants,  loans  and  work  scholarships  are  available. 

Churches,  pastors'  conferences  and  associations  invite  the  colleges  to  send  stu- 
dents and  faculty  to  speak  and  lead  programs. 

Baptist  colleges  are  anxious  to  receive  invitations  to  serve  the  churches  and 
associations.  Each  college  is  prepared  to  send  speakers  upon  request. 

In  Polk  County  we  have  what  we  call  Gardner-Webb  College  Day  in  our 
churches.  We  have  a  student  for  every  church  that  requests  one  to  speak  on  Sunday 
morning.  Our  day  this  year  is  November  14th. 

The  mission  of  our  Baptist  colleges:  In  a  secular  world  with  its  materialistic 
priorities,  Baptist  colleges  are  committed  to  the  guidance  of  Christian  values  in  the 
search  for  truth.  Believing  that  God  is  the  source  of  all  knowledge  and  wisdom, 
Baptist  colleges  can  urge  students  to  search  for  truth  in  all  areas  of  knowledge 
without  fear. 

Baptist  colleges  reaffirm  their  tratitude  for  the  support  given  by  Baptists 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  We  further  reaffirm  our  faith  in  and  our  support 
of  the  local  church,  and  the  broad  programs  of  our  denomination. 

At  this  time  we  have  at  least  three  of  our  pastors  and  several  youth  enrolled  in 
our  Baptist  schools.

POINTED  OUT  TO  US  HOW  IMPORTANT  THE  Publications,  "The  Commission, 
and  the  Home  Missions,"  are  to  every  missionary  Baptist  church  and  it  most  cer- 
tainly is  our  work  as  we  share  through  the  Cooperative  Program  as  well  as  special 
offerings,  as  we  pray  for  the  work  being  carried  on.  Unless  we  have  publications  like 
these  and  unless  we  READ  them  we  cannot  give  or  pray  intelligently.  I  hope  many 
new  subscriptions  have  been  sent  in  this  year  as  a  result  of  our  World  Mission  Week. 

The  Old  Testament  prophet,  Hosea,  declared,  "My  people  are  destroyed  for 
lack  of  knowledge,"  because  of  a  great  information  void  concerning  truth,  Jeremiah 
also  cried  out,  "Publish  and  conceal  not." 

Just  as  then,  communication  still  remains  one  of  the  most  sensitive  problems  in 
our  churches.  "The  Biblical  Recorder,"  our  State  Paper,  is  doing  such  a  good  job  of 
making  us  informed  Baptists.  Churches  must  take  the  initiative  to  provide  accurate 
information  it  work  in  the  local  church,  association,  and  Convention  continues  to 
progress.  Therefore,  every  church  needs  to  look  at  her  budget  carefully  and  then 
make  provision  to  sent  the  Recorder  to  each  family.  Although  already  nearly  1,100 
churches  in  the  state  have  the  Recorder  in  the  budget,  at  least  500  more  should 
take  that  step. 

As  W.  A.  Criswell,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Dallas,  Texas  says, 

"Let's  stay  with  the  State  Paper.  Increase  its  circulation.  Send  it  to  the  people.  The 
reward  will  be  great." 

Let's  do  encourage  every  church  member  to  be  informed  as  Baptists  ought  to 
be,  as  we  study  the  Bible  and  pray  together  for  our  world.

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CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COUNCIL  REPORT 


The  emphasis  of  the  Christian  Life  Council  in  1976  has  been  twofold:  citizen- 
ship and  family  relationships. 

In  January  a  bicentennial  packet  was  mailed  to  every  North  Carolina  Baptist 
i  pastor.  In  addition,  a  number  of  sermons  and  conferences  have  dealt  with  Christian 
\  citizenship.  Six  tracts  on  citizenship  were  written  and  printed  and  made  available 
for  local  church  use. 

A  major  concern  for  the  Christian  home  has  prompted  the  Council  to  distrib- 
ute over  150,000  pieces  of  literature  relative  to  the  family.  Over  a  hundred  sermons 
^on  the  home  were  preached  and  a  number  of  conferences  were  conducted. 

A  workshop  for  Youth  Ministers  was  co-sponsored  with  the  Youth  Ministries 
Section. 

A  single  Adult  Conference  is  scheduled  for  October  29-31  in  Charlotte. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  developments  is  the  creation  of  the  Department  of 
Christian  Family  Life.  W.  Douglas  Cole  will  head  this  Department  which  will  be  a 
part  of  the  Christian  Life  Council. 

The  Council  continues  to  serve  as  a  research,  resource  and  referral  agency  for 
l North  Carolina  Baptists  regarding  applied  Christianity.  Dozens  of  requests  are  re- 
ceived and  answered  from  Baptists  pertaining  to  everyday  life  situations. 

The  Christian  Life  Council's  reason  for  existence  centers  on  the  concept  of 
ihelping  those  who  call  Him  "Lord,  Lord"  to  know  and  do  His  commandments. 

COMMITTEE  OF  TWENTY  REPORT 

The  Committee  of  Twenty  met  and  elected  Mr.  Hoyt  Champion  as  their  chair- 
man. Hoyt  immediately  went  to  work  on  various  projects.  The  season  was  growing 
Slate,  therefore,  he  leased  the  land  for  cultivation  for  this  year. 

The  Bath  house  was  built  and  now  completed  with  a  permanent  roof.  Many 
other  things  are  in  the  making.  The  committee  decided  to  sell  the  tract  of  land  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  road  from  our  general  campground. 

The  committee  decided  to  have  a  "TWENTY  CLUB."  The  purpose  of  this  club 
Is  to  raise  funds  for  future  development. 

A  building  thai  could  be  used  for  all  purposes  was  proposed.  The  size  to  be  50 
pc  70  feet.  To  house  all  indoor  sports,  classes,  dining,  and  barracks. 

It  was  estimated  that  the  footing  and  floor  would  cost  about  $5,000.00.  We 
have  one  man,  Mr.  Harry  Gibson,  Spartanburg,  S.  C.  that  has  underwritten  our 
Camp  Development  in  the  amount  of  $100.00  per  month.  We  greatly  appreciate 
this  wonderful  act.  Perhaps  others  could  do  something  similar. 

Below  we  are  giving  a  form  sheet  for  those  who  might  be  interested  in  giving  to 
3Ut  campground  over  and  above  what  our  churches  are  doing.  For  instance,  if  each 
of  our  committee  of  twenty  could  get  20  people  to  pledge  $5.00  per  month  for  just 
one  year  it  would  bring  in  $24,000  which  would  build  the  proposed  building.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws 

Article  I—NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II-PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote 
Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  Fellowship  as  fosteretd 
by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PRO- 
MOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 


Article  II1-MEETINGS 


The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in 
October.  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions  of  the  Association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  I V -MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  Number  of  Messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messen- 
gers thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as,  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall  have 
no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights. 
Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from 
any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or, 
unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling 
the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
the  first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches, 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were 
appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office  shall  be  messengers 
and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  Churches:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership 
therein  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  associaiton  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such 
request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that 
during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in 
by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  HI.  CHURCH  LETTERS:  Each  member  church  of  the  association 
shall  send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain!  tint 
such  statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associa- 
donal  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church}  t, 
that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  Associational  meeting  fails  to  senw  uj 
such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the 
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|j  association.  The  Association's  Mission  Committee  shall  seek  to  make  the  church 
I  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V-ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
I  tor,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
I  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director 
[of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  2.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
liDirector,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
llmittee  ot  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their 
I  organization  at  the  third  Quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Commit- 
Itee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary 
■  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all 
|i these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  session. 

SECTION  3.  At  the  annual  session  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI-COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practices  in  the 
use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and 
operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
sociation. 

SECTION  2.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  neces- 
sary recommendations  concerning  finance  and  prepare  and  present  the  annual  bud- 
jet  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This  comm.  shall 
get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  budget  by  the  first 
Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget 
reparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All  churches  who  partic- 
pate  on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  Association  shall  receive  their  minutes 
without  charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  S1.50  per  copy. 

SECTION  3.  Committee  On  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
nembers,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  on  the 
innual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
hat  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
ear. 

SECTION  4.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
osed  of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
lb  eport  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  5.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
nd  use  information  coming  from  our  Conventions'  Department  of  Evangelism. 

nev  sna11  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simul- 
c  aneous  efforts. 

SECTION  6.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
xecutive  promotional  committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  Association  vested  in  such  committee.  This 
ommittee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  Pastor  from  each 
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member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  th 
church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotiona 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  th< 
first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  executive  committee  shal 
submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  7.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches,  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

SECTION  8.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  oui 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  program  o 
missions;  Foreign  Home,  State,  and  associational. 

A.  The  missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis 
charging  a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap 
proval  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  and/ or  association. 

B.  MEMBERSHIP— The  missions  committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officer' 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  chairman  of  Evangelism: 
The  Superintendent  of  missions  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  fivt 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mis. 
sionary  in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  gospel  tc' 
all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches' 
to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  to  lead  in  establishing  missior' 
stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  oui' 
its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  bt[ 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  com 
mittee  and  through  the  executive  promotional  committee  to  the  associa- 
tion. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  of 
the  association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  9.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  10.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  will  not  act  vol- 
untary but  upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon  they  shall  examine  the 
candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting 
such. 

SECTION  11.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE:  The  program  committee  shall  consist 
of  the  moderator,  Vice-moderator,  Chm.  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  THE 
DIRECTORS  OF  EACH  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned  along 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the 
full  committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  12.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  Speaker  for  the  Annual  Message  and  the  Alternate. 

SECTION  13.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 
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1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the 
organization  for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  lo- 
cation of  the  church. 

SECTION  14.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE:  This  committee  shall  make  reso- 
utions  pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as 
leeded. 

Article  VII 

SECTION  15.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  Associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
iHomes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area  and  to  assist  in 
'securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of 
other  such  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  16.  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinate  period  and 
may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Association.  They  shall  hold  title  for  the 
association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be 
icquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make 
ecommendations  concerning  such,  to  the  Executive  committee. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Associ- 
ition. 

Article  I-RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  Association  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
nessengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
>rder. 

Article  II-PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 
The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  minutes  annually. 


Article  III-CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
lessengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meet.  Any  recommended  change 
Kail  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  1.  MODERATOR:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
eside  at  the  annual  meetirig  of  the  association  and  at  the  executive  promotional 
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meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  2.  VICE-MODERATOR:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected 
annually  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  moderator,  shall  auto- 
matically become  moderator  and  the  nominating  committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of 
vice-moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Committee  meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to 
serve  when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

SECTION  3.  CLERK:  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings  and  all  sessions  of 
the  annual  Associational  meetings. 

SECTION  4.  ASSISTANT  CLERK:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties 
of  the  Clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  5.  TREASURER:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association  or 
at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He 
shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have 
come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  6.  HISTORIAN:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  7.  AUDITOR:  The  Association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  8.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS: 

Part  1.  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex  officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  Committees.  His  primary  duties  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  cooperation  with  the 
pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  and  any  such  duties  as  the 
Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the  annual 
book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for  such)  the 
Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

Part  2.  EMPLOYMENT:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an 
indefinate  period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty 
day  notice  or  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

Part  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Missions  Committee. 

Part  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

Part  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  Vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The 
Superintendent  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1-week  revivals  and  assist 
in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He 
will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically  possible. 
The  services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without 
charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  with  suitable 
honorariums.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of 
time   for  sick  leave   with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Missions 
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Committee.  The  Superintendent  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with 
the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is 
encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  Meeting 
and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the 
annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 

Part  6.  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four  groups.  At  the  present  time 
each  group  shall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later  date  other  churches  should 
join  the  Association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 

Group  No.  1.  Cooper's  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Byars,  Faith  Temple. 

Group  No.  2.  Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  Beulah. 

Group  No.  3.  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel, 
Peniel. 

Group  No.  4.  Pacolet,  Columbus,  Pacolet  Hill,  Tryon  Second,  Warrior 
Mountain. 

I Each  group  of  churches  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  as  their  turn  comes  around. 
Thereby,  in  time  every  church  will  have  an  opportunity  to  host  the  Associa- 
tion. 

AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

In  regard  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Association:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches 
participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free 
of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but 
does  not  support  the  Regular  financial  program  of  the  Association  shall  be  ask  to 
pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  futher  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
All  churches  with  a  membership  of  100  or  less  resident  members  shall  receive  10 
copies,  Churches  with  a  membership  of  100-150  shall  receive  15  copies.,  Churches 
with  more  than  150  resident  members  shall  receive  20  copies.  All  churches  desiring 
more  than  their  allotment  shall  notify  the  clerk  and  send  a  check  to  the  Associa- 
tional  Treas.  to  cover  same.  This  seems  to  be  a  very  good  balance  from  which  to

EVANGELISM  REPORT  FOR  1976 

There  was  an  overflowing  attendance  of  more  than  2,600  pastors  and  lay 
persons  at  the  30th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  at  the  Civic  Center 
Auditorium,  Asheville-Feb.  2-4,  1976.  The  theme  was  "FREEDOM  IN  CHRIST." 
The  response  from  many  persons  indicated  that  this  conference  was  one  of  the  best 
in  several  years. 


About  525  youth  and  adults  attended  the  Youth  Ministry  Week— June  14-18  at 
the  North  Carolina  Assembly  with  the  emphasis  on  youth  evangelism,  vocational 
guidance,  and  recreation.  53  different  types  of  decisions  for  Christ  were  made  by 
the  youth. 

Two  summer  youth  evangelism  teams  are  directing  youth  revivals  and  youth 
witness  training  in  eighteen  churches  across  the  state  for  a  one  week  period  in  each 
church. 

The  division  of  Evangelism  is  continuing  to  cooperate  with  the  Brotherhood 
Department  in  Lay  Renewal  Weekends  and  Ministry  Evangelism  Weekends. 

A  new  area  of  youth  work  will  be  Youth  Evangelism  Strategy  with  an  emphasis 
on  four  phases:  Leadership  Family,  Touch  Ministry,  Discipleship  Groups,  and  Joy 
Explosion.  W.  O.  W.— Win  Our  WORLD— is  included  in  this  strategy  and  involves 
specific  witness  training  for  youth. 

The  31st  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  February  7-9,  1977  at  the 
War  Memorial  Auditorium  in  Greensboro. 

Last  year  in  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  we  baptized  123.  This  year  our 
churches  baptized  108.

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FOREIGN,  HOME,  AND  STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

1976  has  been  a  year  of  cooperation.  The  celebration  of  the  American 
Jicentennial  emphasized  the  cooperative  spirit  of  this  nation.  What  Americans  share 
n  common  outweighs  their  diversity.  We  are  a  United  States  because  we  are 
ooperative  states. 

Cooperation  and  diversity  are  cherished  principles  among  Baptists.  One  hundred 
ears  before  the  nation's  beginning,  a  Baptist  leader,  Roger  Williams,  opposed 
oercion  in  matters  of  religion.  The  broad  principles  of  religious  liberty,  later 
ljuaranteed  to  all  Americans,  led  to  the  founding  of  Rhode  Island.  Three  years  later, 
h  1639,  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  America  was  established  there. 

Cooperation  and  diversity  are  also  basic  to  the  Baptist  mission  program.  We  are 
state  convention  of  3,458  autonomous  churches  coming  together  .  .  .  "to  promote 
aissions,  evangelism,  education,  social  services."  (Constitution  Article  11).  The 
onvention  was  founded  for  missions.  It  is  held  together  because  of  missions.  And 
s  future  growth  depends  upon  a  commitment  to  missions. 

Mission  programs  in  Foreign,  Home  and  State  areas  depend  upon  the  strength 
f  the  "sending  churches"  back  home.  Overseas  and  national  missions  look  to  the 
hurches  for  prayer,  concern,  missionaries,  and  money.  To  be  weak  on  the  "home 
ront"  is  to  be  even  weaker  in  distant  lands. 

During  the  past  year,  one  very  exciting  mission  education  experience  was 
MISSION  REVIVAL— 76"  held  in  our  Association  during  September.  Missionaries 
rom  overseas  and  at  home  presented  the  scope  of  our  denomination's  work  in 
oreign,  Home,  and  State  Missions.  13  of  our  churches  participated  directly  and  all 
articipated  more  or  less  in  some  way  in  this  week  of  mission  education. 
Mr.  Baker  is  to  be  commended  for  the  fine  job  of  organizing  this  event.

HISTORY  OF  PENIEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

In  1920,  with  thirteen  charter  members,  Peniel  Baptist  Church  was  organized 
nder  the  leadership  of  Rev.  H.  G.  Liner.  Fifty  years  later,  in  1970,  four  of  the 
tarter  members  were  still  living  and  a  relative  or  several  relatives  of  each  charter 
lember  were  participating  in  the  activities  of  the  church. 

When  the  church  was  first  organized,  worship  services  were  held  in  the 
1}  leasant  Hill  School  house  and  sometimes  in  a  brush  arbor,  located  across  the  road 
?i  "om  the  present  church.  During  this  time,  the  members  were  getting  lumber  ready 
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to  build.  Then  they  borrowed  six  hundred  dollars,  and  work  was  begun  on  the  first 
church  building,  which  consisted  only  of  an  auditorium. 

Sunday  School  was  held  each  Sunday,  and  preaching  was  held  twice  a  month  — 
on  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Saturday  afternoon  preaching  and  conference  continued 
through  1939. 

An  organ  was  used  in  the  church  until  1938,  at  which  time  it  was  traded  in  on 
the  first  piano  for  the  church.  Electricity  was  put  in  the  church  in  1940. 

During  1947,  the  church  building  (the  auditorium)  was  moved  back  from  the 
road  about  twenty  feet  and  four  Sunday  School  rooms  were  added.  Then  new  pews 
were  installed  in  the  church  during  1951. 

The  1960's  were  busy  years  for  Peniel  Baptist  Church.  In  these  years  the 
arking  lot  was  paved,  the  vestibule  and  the  addition  to  the  rear  of  the  church  were 
uilt,  the  baptistry  was  installed,  and  the  sanctuary  and  the  educational  building 
were  bricked.  The  fellowship  building  was  constructed  in  1975. 

The  Peniel  Baptist  Church  maintains  as  her  fundamental  purposes  the] 
proclamation  of  the  Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  extension  of  His  Kingdom* 
in  the  Peniel  community  and  to  the  utmost  parts  of  the  world.

January  Meeting 


Meeting  called  to  order  by  Rev.  Z.  D.  Baker  in  the  absence  of  Rev.  Roy  Cable, 
Mod.

A  special  word  of  thanks  was  given  by  Baker  to 
General  Haynes,  and  others  from  Big  Level  Church,  to  the  Westbrooks  and  Rev. 
Allen  Wilson  for  their  contributions. 

Dismissal  prayer  was  led  by  Boyce  Bradshaw. 

Minutes  of  the  April  Meeting 

The  Polk  Baptist  Executive  Committee  was  called  to  order  by  Vice-Moderator 
Leroy  McCraw.  Rev.  Ron  Gilbert  read  Scripture  and  had  prayer.  Rev.  Roy  Cable 
announced  the  Cantata  to  be  held  at  Mill  Springs  School  on  Friday  night  at  7:30.  A 
joint  project  by  the  churches.  The  Treasurer's  Report  was  approved  as  printed.  Rev.

Wilson  were  appointed  to  spearhead  these  activities.  Mrs.  Searcy  gave  the  WMU 
Report  and  asked  for  an  additional  $85  to  help  pay  expenses  to  Ridgecrest  of  her 
team.

THERMAL  BELT  YOUTH  SHELTER  REPORT 

The  idea  of  a  ministry  to  youth  in  crisis  was  first  conceived  in  the  Spring  of 
1973,  and  in  the  Fall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  the  Polk  Association  appointed  Mrs. 
Wanda  West,  Mr.  Harold  Burrell,  and  Rev.  Charles  Bullard  to  work  with  persons 
from  Green  River  and  Sandy  Run  Associations  on  a  co-operative  venture  in  this 
type  of  ministry. 

We  knew  from  the  beginning  God's  approval  of  this  ministry  as  one  door  after 
another  was  opened  to  make  the  ministry  become  a  reality.  A  house  was  purchased 
in  Forest  City.  The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  N.  C.  agreed  to  provide  staff  and 
services.  Churches  responded  with  gifts.  Individuals  volunteered  time,  money,  and 
effort.  And,  the  Shelter  opened  its  doors  in  the  spring  of  1975.  To  date  over  fifty 
youth  have  been  served  through  the  Shelter. 

Little  did  we  dream  at  first,  when  the  debt  was  about  $50,000.00,  that  we 
might  be  "debt  free"  by  the  end  of  1976— but  it  is  possible.  The  Board  of  Directors 
has  extended  a  challenge  to  churches  in  the  three  associations:  Let's  COMPLETE 
THE  JOB  IN  '76.  We  need  to  raise  about  $8,000.00  in  gifts  by  December  31,  1976. 
Will  you  encourage  your  church  to  make  a  gift  toward  this  objective? 

Consider,  also,  what  this  will  mean  in  terms  of  the  ongoing  expenses  of  the 
Shelter.  The  projected  budget  of  the  Shelter  would  be  reduced  so  that  POLK 
ASSOCIATION'S  "fair  share"  participation  would  be  about  $600.00  per  year.  (Or 
about  20  cents  per  year  per  resident  member.) 

Now  that  the  Shelter  is  a  reality,  licensed  by  the  N.  C.  Department  of  Social 
Services,  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  N.  C.  as  a  non-profit  institution,  it  is 
"ecessary  for  Polk  Association  to  appoint  (or  elect)  three  (3)  members  to  serve  on 
he  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter. 

I  recommend  that  this  be  done  at  this  session  of  our  Annual  Association  1976.

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The  MINUTES  of  the  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  for  1977 


January  Meeting 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  the  Columbus  Church  on  January  16, 
at  2:30  P.M. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  hymn,  "At  The  Cross",  led  by  Rev. 
Bill  Pate,  with  Charlene  Pate  at  the  piano.  Rev.  Roy  Cable  read 
parts  of  the  23rd  Psalm  for  our  devotions,  followed  by  prayer  by 
Rev.  W.C.  Pate,  Sr. 

A  Roll  Call  of  churches  was  next  with  ten  churches  represented  and 
and  twenty-four  members  present.  The  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
were  read  by  the  Clerk  and  approved  as  read.  There  were  no  reports 
given  for  the  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Brotherhood,  or  WMU. 
Rev.  T.W.  Searcy  read  the  report  of  the  financial  status  of  the 
Outlet  Store. 

Rev.  T.W.  Searcy,  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  read  a  letter 
of  resignation  from  Rev.  Zeb  Baker.  Motion  made  with  a  second  that 
we  accept  his  resignation. 

There  was  discussion  from  the  floor  concerning  Rev.  Baker  and  what 
he  has  meant  to  our  association.  Those  present  voted  by  uplifted 
hands  to  accept  Rev.  Baker's  resignation. 

Rev.  T.W.  Searcy  stated  that  we  would  have  to  carry  on  and  do  the 

best  we  can  do  towards  God's  work  1n  our  association.  There  was 

also  some  discussion  about  our  missionary's  salary. 

Rev.  Roy  Cable,  Moderator,  gave  the  following  suggestions  from  Rev. 

Baker: 

First,  that  each  church  elect  a  member  to  serve  on  the  Com- 
mittee of  Twenty. 

Secondly,  that  we  stress  the  finances  of  our  association  in 

our  various  churches. 
Rev.  Cable  challenged  us  to  do  our  part  in  carrying  the  load  of  our 
association.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Missions  Committee 
plan  an  appreciation  day  for  Rev.  Baker.  Motion  was  voted  and  ap- 
proved by  uplifted  hands. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  with  a  dismissal  prayer  by  Rev.  T.W.  Searcy. 

March  13,  1977 

On  March  13,  1977,  there  was  a  special  meeting  of  the  Messengers 
called.  The  following  business  was  transacted: 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  with  remarks  by  Rev.  Roy  Cable, 
Moderator.  Devotional  remarks  and  prayer  were  led  by  Rev.  Bill 
Linnins . 

Roll  Call  of  churches  with  fourteen  churches  represented. 

Rev.  Bill  Linnins  was  appointed  Parliamentarian  for  this  meeting 

in  the  absence  of  Rev.  Charles  Bullard. 

Because  of  the  nature  of  this  meeting,  the  Vice  Moderator,  Leroy 
McCraw  was  in  charge. 

Rev.  T.W.  Searcy  was  called  to  give  a  report  of  the  Missions  Commit 
tee.  The  report  was  that  we  consider  Rev.  Roy  Cable,  Pastor  of  the 
Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church,  as  our  associatlonal  missionary. 
Rev.  W.C.  Pate,  Jr.  brought  counter  recommendation:  That  we  set  an 
interim  period  of  six  months,  ending  October  l.He  also  recommended 
not  extending  a  call  until  that  time.  The  basis  for  this  recommen- 
dation 1s  financial  and  not  personalities.  It  would  mean  an  addit- 
ional $4000  1n  our  budget.  Motion  seconded  by  Rev,  W.C.  Pate,  Sr. 
Rev.  Bill  Linnins  spoke  1n  opposition  to  the  recommendation. 
Rev.  W.C.   Pate,  Sr.   spoke  in  behalf  of  the  recommendation.

This  was  followed  by  questions  and  comments  from  the  floor  by 
various  pastors  and  laymen. 

The  vote  on  the  counter  recommendation  failed  due  to  Tack  of  sup- 
port. The  vote  on  the  first  motion  for  Rev.  Cable  to  be  called  as 
our  associational  missionary  passed  by  uplifted  hands. 
Vote  on  budget  made  and  seconded.  Motion  carried  to  accept  budget. 
After  singing  of  a  hymn,  meeting  was  adjourned. 

April  17,  1977 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  the  Columbus  Baptist  Church  on 
April  17,  1977. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  congregational  song,  "At  The  Cross", 
led  by  Mrs.  T.W.  Searcy,  with  Rev.  W.C.  Pates  Jr.  at  the  piano. 
The  devotions  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Zeb  Baker,  retiring  Polk 
Associational  Missionary.  Mr.  Baker  used  Psalm  23  as  a  basis  for 
his  remarks,  followed  by  prayer. 

Leroy  McCraw,  Vice  Moderator,  was  in  charge  of  the  meeting.  The 
minutes  were  read  by  the  clerk. 
The  following  reports  were  given: 

The  Sunday  School  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  He  an- 
nounced the  Learning/Training  Workshop  to  be  held  at  the  First  Bap 
tist  Church  in  Morganton  on  Thursday  the  21st. 

The  WMU  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  T.W.  Searcy  who  announced  the  fol 
lowing  meetings:  April  26  -  6A  Mother  &  Daughter  Banquets  May  10 
Baptist  Women's  Fellowship  at  6:30. 
Training  Union  Report  -  none  given.  , 
Brotherhood  Report  -  none  given. 

The  Missions  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  T.W.  Searcy.  The  Committee 
made  three  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  pay  $100  for  salary  and  $100  expense  to  Rev.  Roy  Cable. 

2.  Repairs  to  the  Missionary's  home  . 

3.  The  Missions  Committee  would  like  to  go  to  the  state  office  and 
ask  for  additional  funds. 

Motion  made  concerning  salary  with  a  second.  Discussion  concerning 
compensation  during  interim.  Voted  by  uplifted  hands. 
Motion  made  concerning  spending  $2000  on  repairs  to  the  Missions  ^ 
home.  Seconded.  Rev.  Roy  Cable  stated  that  Jerry  Lawter  could  do 
the  work  about  the  first  of  June.  His  estimate  was  also  $2000.  We 
voted  to  go  ahead  with  this  by  uplifted  hands. 

Motion  made  concerning  asking  state  for  additional  funds.  Seconded

Motion  to  adjourn.  Prayer  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw. 

August  7,  1977 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  the  Columbus  Church  August  7,  1977 
at  2:30  P.M.  with  Mr.  Leroy  McCraw  as  Moderator. 
There  were  twelve  churches  represented. 

The  meeting  began  with  singing  "Leaning  on  the  Everlasting  Arms" 
led  by  Mrs.  T.W.  Searcy,  with  Rev.  Bill  Pate,  Jr.  at  the  piano. 
Rev.  T.W.  Searcy  led  in  prayer.  Devotional  thoughts  by  Rev.  Roy 
Cable  based  on  Eph.  5  --  "Walk  as  men  who  see          as  Paul  is  tell- 
ing in  the  Scripture.  Rev.  Cable  stated  that  only  16%  of  population 
of  Polk  County  were  in  church  this  morning.  We  need  to  evangelize 
our  area. 

1.  Financial  Report  was  presented  and  approved.

Dr.  Van  Merrill,  a  visitor  from  Gardner-Webb  College,  dismissed  in 
prayer.

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COOPERS   GAP  BAPTIST  CHURCH  HISTORY 


Although  it  is  said  that  Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church  was 
organized  in   1834,   our  record  books  only  go  back  to  January 
26,  1839. 

Coopers  Gap  Church  was  an  arm  of  Green  River  Baptist 
Church,    later  called  White  Oak,   and  at  present   is  known  as 
Mill  Spring  First  Baptist  Church. 

The  first  pastor  was  Elder  John  Lyon.   Early  deacons  were 
Brother  Benjamin  Cowart,   William  Gibbs,   and  Claton  Brown  was 
ordained  a  deacon  and  called   the  Pillar  of   the  church. 

The  first   trustees   appointed  in   1839  were  Claton  Brown, 
William  Gibbs,    and  John  Laughter.    The  church  established  12 
Articles  of  Faith  and   19  Rules  of  Decorum. 

October  22,    1892,   Brother  H.K.   Corn  and  J. A.   Mills  were 
appointed  to  see  about  getting  lumber  to  build  a  new  church 
house.   This  building  is  our  present  day  Santuary.    Ironic  as 
it  may  seem,   October  29,    1976  was  ground  breaking  day   for  the 
last  addition  to   the  church  which  consists  of  six  classrooms, 
two  baths,   and  was   topped  off  with  a  beautiful  new  steeple. 
This  work  was   completed  near  the  end  of  June  of   this  year.

Percentage  giving,,  each  month,  will  allow  our  association  to  operate 
smoothly  and  effectively  in  an  On-going  ministry  to  the' churches  of 'Polk*'  *

A  third  source  for  films  is  probably  unknown  to  most  of  you... our  own 
Polk  County  Library.  Polk  County  Library  can  secure  for  you  through  the 
N.C.  Public  Library  Film  Service  (for  a  small  handling  fee)  films  on  al- 
most any  subject.  The  Polk  County  Librarian  will  be  glad  to  assist  you  in 
securing  films  listed  in  the  catalogue. 

Many  churches  have  their  own  projectors v  screens,  etc.  Most  are  willing 
to  loan  to  other  churches.  Also  the  local  schools  will  cooperate  in  let- 
ting us  borrow  equipment  such  as  projectors.

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THERMAL   BELT  YOUTH   SHELTER  REPORT 


The  idea  of  a  ministry   to  youth  in  crisis  was   first  conceived 
in  the  spring  of   1973.    At   the  Annual  Associational  Meeting, 
the  Polk  Association  appointed   three  persons   to  work  with  per- 
sons  from  the  Green  River  and  Sandy  Run  Associations   to  plan 
and  make   this  ministry  a  reality. 

One  door  after  another  began  to  open  and  the  ministry  became 
a  reality,  A  house  was  purchased  in  Forest  City.  The  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  of  N.C.  agreed  to  provide  staff  and  services. 
Churches  responded  with  gifts.  Individuals  volunteered  time, 
money  and  effort.  The  Shelter  opened  its  doors  on  the  spring 
of  1975. 

Now  that   the   Shelter   is   a   reality^   Licensed  by   the  N.C.    Dept.  I 
of   Social  Services,    and   Incorporated  under   the  laws   of  N.C.  as 
a  non-profit   institution,    it   is   still  necessary  that  we,  as 
committed   servants  of  God's  Work,    still  continue  to  support 
this   institution  with  our    'special  gifts'    and  prayers.  Each 
church  is  asked   to  set  aside  a    'special  offering  day'    for  the 
Shelter  and  mail  the  offering  directly   to   them.   We,    as  an 
association,    have   committed  ourselves   to   a  "fair  share"   of  at 
least   $600.00  per  year.    For  your  church  this  would  be  around 
25  cents  per  resident  member.

CAMPUSES  at  Mills  Home,  Thomasville;  Kennedy  Home,  Kins ton;  Odura  Home, 
Pembroke;;  and  Broyhill  Home,  Waynesville-Clyde  continue  to  serve  as  centers 
of  service  and  operation  in  their  respective  areas  of  the  state. 

FOSTER  HOME  CARE,  a  statewldw  program  of  the  Homes s  is  vital  to  numbers  of 
children  needing  special  help.  Additional  foster  homes  are  needed  through- 
out the  state.  We  welcome  opportunities  to  talk  with  prospective  foster 
parents  about  this  area  of  service. 

THE  EMERGENCY  SHELTER  (Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter)  at  Forest  City  is  meet- 
ing a  critical  need  in  Western  North  Carolina.  It  provides  a  ready  resource 
for  children  who  need  help  immediately.  During  a  period  of  one  to  ninety 
days,  responsible  planning  is  made  for  the  child's  future. 

THE  MATERNITY  HOME  in  Asheville,  opened  in  1970,  has  proved  to  be  a  much 
needed  and  well  received  service.  More  than  three  hundred  girls  have  been 
served  throughout  North  Carolina  and  beyond.  It  is  recognized  for  its  qual- 
ity of  care  and  Christian  concern. 

SOCIAL  WORK  AND  FAMILY  RESOURCE  CENTERS  enable  us  to  work  with  families 
in  providing  services  to  children,  family  rehabilitation,  family  education 
and  preventive  services.  These  Centers  are  located  at  Waynesville,  Ashe- 
ville, Charlotte,  Thomasville,  Burlington,  Raleigh,  Kinston,  Fayetteville, 
and  Pembroke. 

THE  CHILD  DEVELOPMENT  CENTER  on  the  Mills  Home  Campus  at  Thomasville  pro- 
vides a  demonstration  program  for  churches  who  are  interested  in  establish- 
ing services  for  preschool  age  children  in  nursery  school  education,  day 
care  and  kindergarten.  We  welcome  opportunities  to  assist  churches  any  place 
in  the  state  who  want  to  develop  this  type  program. 

Members  of  Our  staff  are  anxious  to  have  you  and  members  of  your  churches 
visit  Broyhill  Home.  To  see,  observe  and  to  feel  in  person  what  it  is  like 
to  live  in  a  children's  home  is  to  appreciate  our  child  care  ministry.

The  past  year  in  your  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hones  for  the  Aging  has  been 
one  of  the  fullest  and  most  exciting  in  the  twenty-six  years  that  the 
Homes  have  been  ministering! 

Of  keenest  interest  was  the  ground-breaking  service  for  the  new  Western 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  on  the  Pearson  Estate  on  Richmond  Hill,  in 
Northwest  Asheville,  last  October,  when  more  than  a  thousand  people  from 
our  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Churches,  as  well  as  many  others  thr- 
oughout the  State,  were  present.  It  was  a  thrilling  moment  indeed  when 
Trustees ,  Staff,  and  Residents  of  the  Homes,  Pasters s  and  other  Church 
Leaders,  latched  on  to  ropes,  attached  to  a  huge  bulldozer,  pulled  toget- 
her and  helped  to  move  the  first  dirt  at  the  site,  heralding  the  begin- 
ning of  the  construction  of  your  sixth  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging. 

Construction  is  now  underway  for  this  lovely  Western  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Home,  which  will  initially  accomodate  50  people. 

Another  exciting  venture  is  the  construction  of  four  duplex  apartments 
at  the  site  of  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem.  These  apartments  will 
care  for  16  additional  persons  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the 
fall  of  1977.     66  more  people  will  be  served  in  our  Baptist  Homes  family 
in  the  next  two  years. 

Gifts  from  our  Baptist  people  have  been  very  encouraging  during  the  past 
year  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through  the  third  Sunday  of  Feb- 
ruary Offering.  These  sources  supply  35%  of  the  total  budget  of  the  Homes 
and  are  used  continually  to  supplement  the  care  of  the  majority  of  the 
residents  who  cannot  pay  their  full  cost  of  care.  They  are  love  gifts 
indeed  and  are  a  life-line  for  those  whose  needs  could  not  be  met  without 
them. 

The  needs  of  older  persons  in  our  society  today  are  great  and  are  over- 
whelming. Plans  are  in  the  making  for  an  accelerated  ministry  in  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  that  will  touch  an  ever  increasing  number 
of  persons. 

These  plans  call  for  a  greater  concern  and  committment  on  our  part  than 
ever  before.  The  future  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  is  as  bright 
as  the  promises  of  God,  and  ,  in  that  future,  the  Lord,  and  these  older 
people  in  our  midst,  will  be  looking  to  you  to  share  in  meeting  the  needs 
as  we.  reach  out  and  serve  more  of  these  dear  ones  who  desperately  need 
help.

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  deeply  involved  in  the  ministry 
of  Christian  Higher  Education  through  the  support  of  six  colle- 
ges and  one  university;    Campbell*    Chowan,   Gardner-Webb,  Mars 
Hill,   Merediths   Wingate,   and  Wake  Forest  University.   During  the 
1976-77  academic  year,    13,733  persons  were  enrolled  in  the  7 
schools.   The  number  graduating   in  May ,    1977  was  2,493. 

One  strong   emphasis  of  Baptist     colleges  is   the  preparation  of 
pastors,   missionaries   and  other  church  vocation  volunteers.  In 
the  fall  of   1976,    there  were  846  persons  preparing   for  church 
related  vocations   at  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges. 

Most  of   the  students   attending  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  College 
receive  some  form  of   financial  assistance.   Each  of   the  colleges 
pledges   to  assist  needy  students   financially  in  order  to  make 
available  the  educational  experience  at  a  Christian  college.An 
offering  is   received  on  Father's  Day  each  year   to  provide  for 
aid  for  North  Carolina  Baptist  young  people.    Students  who  need 
to  apply  for  financial  aid  should  make  application  to  college 
early  in  the  junior  year  of  high  school.   Grants,    loans,  and 
work  scholarships   are  available  for  those  who  need  them. 

The  colleges   reaffirm  their  support  and  partnership   in  missions 
with  the  churches,   and  offer  the  services  of   faculty,  students 
and  other  campus   resources   to  make  the  Bold  Mission  emphasis 
of  Southern  Baptists  a  vital  and  sucessful  ministry. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  continue  to  be  grateful  for 
generous  financial  support   through  the  Cooperative  Program.

What  is  perhaps  the  greatest  challenge  faced  in  all  the  history  of  South- 
ern Baptist  is  before  our  people  for  the  remaining  23  years  of  the  20th 
century.  It  has  been  called  "BOLD  MISSIONS  THRUST"'  and  the  sucess  of  the 
venture  is  yet  to  be  determined.  There  is  no  doubt  concerning  the  import- 
ance or  the  motivation  for  the  undertaking,  but  there  is  uncertainty  as 
to  whether  the  motivating  message  will  be  successfully  communicated  to 
some  13  million  Southern  Baptist,  and  to  our  more  than  34,000  churches. 
WITHOUT  ADEQUATE  COMMUNICATION  CHANNELS ,  THE  PROGRAM  CANNOT  SUCCEED. 

The  most  difficult  problems  faced  in  our  churches  are  related  to  communica 
tions.  When  people  are  uninformed,  poorly  informed,  or  mis-informed,  they 
get  into  trouble.  When  they  know  what  is  taking  place  in  their  local  congr 
gation  and  in  the  denomination,  interest  is  generated  and  cooperation  re- 
sults. Openness  is  therefore  important,  and  the  purpose  of  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  is  to  keep  Baptist  church  members  informed  concerning  involvement 
in  their  denomination,  and  in  the  Christian  world. 

In  light  of  developments  presently  underway  in  our  denomination,  it  is  im- 
portant that  every  Baptist  church  member  in  N.C.  receive  the  BIBLICAL  RE-

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ANNUNITY   BOARD  REPORT 
1977 

In  1976,  the  Annunity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  recommend- 
ed a  new  retirement  program  which  was  approved  by  all  the  state  Baptist 
Conventions,  The  new  program  called  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Pro- 
gram will  go  into  effect  January  1,  1978. 

Detailed  information  will  be  presented  to  churches  in  the  early  fall  with 
a  ROUTE  10  promotional  theme,  according  to  Darold  H.  Morgan,  president  of 
the  Board. 

The  Board  paid  $17,138,343  in  benefits  to  11,925  widows,  retired  or  dis- 
abled members  in  1976,  During  its  59  years  of  service,  the  Board  has  paid 
more  than  $158  million  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits, 

A  13th  Check,  amounting  to  one  month's  income s  was  mailed  for  the 
eleventh  time  to  annuitants.  The  combined  amount  of  this  extra  benefit 
came  to  $830,525, 

Most  members  benefit  from  a  decision  to  increase  the  interest  rate  for 
figuring  retirement  benefits.  Annuitants  began  receiving  larger  checks 
as  of  January  1,  1977. 

For  almost  45,000  members,  the  Board  held  in  trust  funds  totaling 
$472,218,669  for  retirement  benefits  for  the  year  ending  1976. 

The  Annunity  Board  also  administers  life,  medical  and  disability  insur- 
ance programs,  which  reflected  increases  in  membership. 

In  North  Carolina,  as  of  March  31,  1977,  2787  staff  members  of  2196 
churches  and  associations  are  participating  in  the  SBRP.     In  Polk  Assoc- 
iation, there  are  11  churches  with  11  employees  now  in  the  Annunity  Plan.

Article  I  -NAME 


This  body  shall  he  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  . 

Article  IT--  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to 
promote  Missions,   Benevolences,   Christian  Education,   and  Christian 
fellowship  as   fostered  by  the  Baptist   State  Convention  of  N.C.  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention . Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS  , 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third 
Sunday  in  October,   authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meet- 
ing schedule  or  for  called  sessions  of  the  asscoiation  is  given  to 
the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be  com- 
posed of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messengers 
thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association;,  which  shall  have  no 
power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights 
Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship 
from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  practice 
orunwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  fulfil- 
ing  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and  one 
additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  first 
50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions.,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were  ap- 
pointed to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  messeng- 
ers and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches:  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  there 
in  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under 
the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request  comes  at  le- 
ast thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this 
period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.     Church  letters:    Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send 
a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such 
statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associa- 
tional  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any 
church,  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational  meeting, 
fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped  from 
membership  in  the  association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  to 
make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 
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Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  I.     The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:    Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,.  Trustees ,  Auditor,  Sunday- 
School  Director,  Church  Training  Dire.ctor,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director, 
Director  of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Direc- 
tor, and  Baptist  Men's  Director  shall  he  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee 
of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their  organiza- 
tion at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  Each 
will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers 
for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all  these 
officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.    At  the  annual  session  the  nomonating  committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominat- 
ions from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

• 

SECTION  I.     Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:'  This  committee  shall  make  a  study  of 
and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in  the 
use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and 
operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of 
the  association. 

SECTION  II.     Budget  and  Finance  Committee:     It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  necessary 
recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present  the  annual  budget 
for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This  committee 
shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  budget  by  the 
first  Sunday  in  August.   (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches  in 
their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program. )  All  church- 
es who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  association  shall  re- 
ceive their  minutes  without  charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  I®. 

SECTION  III.     Committee  on  Committees:     This  committee,  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  on  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution  and  report 
any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  V.     Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  and 
use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of  Evangelism.  They  shall 
encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultaneous  ef- 
forts. 

SECTION  VI.     Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an  Ex- 
ecutive Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee.  This  co- 
mmittee shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the  church 
treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  submit  a  re- 
port of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 
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SECTION  VII.    Memorials  Committee:    The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding  year. 

SECTION  VIII.    Missions  Committee:    The  assocation  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  Pro- 
gram of  missions:  Foreign-  Home,  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility, of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:    The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangel- 
ism. The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee .  Any 
five  members  will  constitute  a  quorum.   (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:    The  duties  of  the  committee1  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mis- 
sionary in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  Gospel  to 
all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches; 
to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  to  lead  in  establishing  mission 
stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying 
out  its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  soley  responsible  to  this  commit- 
tee and,  through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

k.    The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  of 
the  association  to  this  conmittee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.    Nominating  Committee:    This  committee,  consisting  of  three  members, 
shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one  year, 
and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:    This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary,  but 
upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall 
be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the  candidate 
for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.     Program  Committee:    The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the  direct- 
ors of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned^  along  with  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  commit- 
tee before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.    Place  and  Preacher  Committee:    This  committee  shall  determine  the 
meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.    Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:    Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be:  <■  ■ 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  org- 
anization for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  loca- 
tion of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.     Resolutions  Committee:    This  committee  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 

Article  VII 

SECTION  XV.    Social  Services  Committee:    This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
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the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Hones  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to 
keep  informed  as  to  -what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to 
assist  in  securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also 
be  aware  of  other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  -where  we  could  give  aid  or 
counsel. 

Section  XVI.     Trustees:     This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold 
title  for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or 
that  which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of 
all  properties  and  make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Comm. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

Article  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  messen- 
gers present,  except  whennecessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

ARTICLE  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mess- 
engers present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended  change  shall 
be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.    Moderator:     The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  pre- 
side at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive  Promotional 
Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  II.    Vice-Moderator:     The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become 
Moderator,  and  the  Nominiating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice-Moderator 
at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by 
the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Ececutive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all  sessions  of 
the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.     Assistant  Clerk:     The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of 
the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.     Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disburse 
all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association,  or  at 
the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Ececutive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall 
also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come 
into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.     Historian:     The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and  present 
a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a 
continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  tobe  passed  on  to  the  suceeding 
historian. 
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SECTION  VII.    Auditor;    The  association  shall have  an  auditor  who  shall  be  e- 
lected  at  each  annual  session ,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association. 
He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting 
his  findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
SECTION  VIII.     Superintendent  of  Missions: 

PART  1.     Duties:     The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of 
the  Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duties  will  be  that 
of  promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with  the 
pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties  as 
the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  futher  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the 
annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for 
such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2,     Employment:     The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  inde- 
finite period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty 
day  notice,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done/  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3«    His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Missions  Committee. 

PART  k.     The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.     OTHER  PROVISIONS :  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The 
Superintendent  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  l~week  revivals  and  assist 
in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He 
will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically 
possible.  The  services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free 
and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the 
churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  missions 
with  suitable  honorariums.  The  Superintendent  of  missions  will  be  allowed  a 
reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  missions  committee.  The  Superintendent  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and 
cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of 
Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferances  relevant  to  his  work 
as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:    Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  missions  on  a  part- 
time  salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 

AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 
In  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all 
churchesparticipating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their 
minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires 
minutes  but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  association 
shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  futher  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
100  or  less-    10  copies,    150  or  less-    15  copies , More  than  150-  20  copies.

W.  C.  Pate,  Sr.  served  for  three  years  as  moderator  of  the  Kershaw  Baptist 
Association,  Kershaw  County,  South  Carolina.  He  helped  to  organize  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association,  Polk  County,  North  Carolina,  and  served  two  years  as 
Moderator  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  (1970-71).

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PROCEEDINGS  -  NINTH  SESSION 

October  26,  1978 


The  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  for  their  ninth  annual  session  October  26, 
1978  at  the  Beulah  Baptist  Church. 

"Let  the  Church  Reach  Out"  for  this  year's  theme.  92  messengers  and  80 
guests  were  present.  Leroy  McCraw  moderator,  presided. 

The  call  to  worship  was  hymn  number  260  led  by  Miss  Carron  Prince  and 
Charlene  Pate  at  the  piano.  Rev.  Alvin  Jackson,  pastor  of  the  Midway  Church, 
read  the  scripture  and  led  in  prayer.

Congregational  hymn  number  335  "Standing  on  the  Promises"  led  by  Miss 
Prince. 

Special  music  -  solo  by  Mrs.  Doris  Stott  -  "Others". 

Annual  sermon  by  Rev.  Dillard  Davidson  -  Luke  16:19.  Rev.  Davidson  used 
this  scripture  and  spoke  to  us  on  the  subject  of  "Hell".  Prayer  by  Rev.  Wade 
Huntley.  Rev.  Davidson  challenged  our  hearts  to  live  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid 
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hell  and  encourage  others  to  accept  Christ.  1  -  Hell  is  a  real  place,  2  -  Hell  is  a 
place  with  no  water,  3  -  Hell  is  a  place  of  prayer  and  4  -  Hell  is  a  place  of  souls. 

He  asked  us  to  commit  ourselves  to  doing  more  for  the  Lord.

Solo  "So  Send  I  You"  sung  by  Charlene  Pate.

EVANGELISM  REPORT  -  1978 

A  significant  goal  in  BOLD  MISSIONS  is  to  encourage  every  church  to  double 
baptisms  by  1982.  Christians  need  to  lead  unsaved  persons  to  make  genuine 
commitments  to  Christ  and  to  guide  them  in  their  spiritual  development. 
Pastors  and  church  leaders  can  use  the  note  book  -  Bold  Evangelism  Through 
the  Local  Church  -  to  plan  and  develop  an  ongoing  program  of  evangelism. 

"The  Evangelistic  Church  on  Bold  Mission"  was  the  theme  of  the  32nd 
Statewide  Evangelistic  Conference  at  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium, 
Greensboro,  during  Feb.  6-7, 1978.  Evangelistic  speakers  challenged  about  2,400 
pastors  and  lay  persons  to  involve  church  members  in  Bold  Evangelism. 

Youth  Evangelism  Strategy  can  help  associations  and  churches  train  their 
youth  in  witnessing  to  the  unsaved  and  in  personal  discipleship.  Also,  this  helps 
equip  adults  to  work  with  youth  in  evangelism. 

The  State-Wide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  at  Cumberland  County 
Memorial  Auditorium,  Fayetteville,  on  February  5-6,  1979. 

Polk  Association  has  been  encouraged  to  support  evangelism  efforts  during 
the  past  year.  All  of  the  churches  engaged  in  simultaneous  revivals  in  the 
spring.  There  were  many  good  reports  over  the  results  of  changed  lives  and 
commitments  to  Christ  that  were  made. 

The  Polk  Association  appreciates  the  work  of  the  Evangelism  Committee 
which  has  been  led  by  Rev.  Ron  Gilbert.  Let  us  all  pledge  our  support  and 
especially  our  prayers  to  greater  days  in  the  year  ahead. 
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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 


The  American  Bible  Society,  founded  in  1816,  has  only  one  purpose  -  "To 
promote  the  distribution  of  Holy  Scriptures  without  doctrinal  note  or  comment 
and  without  profit".  The  Society  is  a  member  of  the  United  Bible  Societies,  a 
partnership  of  Bible  societies  throughout  the  world  cooperating  to  make 
Scriptures  available  to  people  everywhere  in  their  own  languages  at  prices  they 
can  easily  afford.  1977  was  the  year  in  which  more  people  were  reached  with 
God's  Word  than  ever  before  in  Bible  Society  history.  The  distribution  of  New 
Testaments  throughout  all  of  Latin  America  increased  56.8  percent. 
Distribution  in  Africa  has  increased  as  much  as  180  percent  in  a  certain  area. 
Distribution  throughout  all  of  Asia  increased  from  120,333,729  Scriptures  in 
1976  to  178,876,269  in  1977. 

Much  of  the  success  achieved  for  the  Bible  cause  in  1977  was  due  to  the 
untiring  efforts  of  more  than  30,000  American  Bible  Society  volunteers  who 
carried  our  local  distribution  programs  in  hospitals,  schools,  jails,  missions, 
and  places  of  business,  visited  churches,  radio  interviews,  and  recruited 
members  for  the  Bible-A-Month  Club.  Contributions  from  the  churches  and 
agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  1977  were  $251,908,  or 
approximately  $.022  per  member.

1977-78  ANNUAL  REPORT 
BROTHERHOOD  COMMISSION,  S.  B.  C. 

During  the  1977-78  fiscal  year,  The  Brotherhood  Commission  emphasized 
mission  education,  mission  commitment,  evangelism  and  leader  training. 
While  enrollment  of  men  and  boys  in  Brotherhood  units  dropped  by  1.2  percent 
to  473.309  at  the  start  of  the  year,  the  number  of  churches  with  Brotherhood 
work  increased  by  52  to  a  total  of  15,359. 

Churches  with  Baptist  Men's  work  increased  by  408  and  those  with 
Brotherhood  directors  by  316  .  .  . 

In  the  area  of  mission  education,  a  long  range  plan  to  provide  every  Southern 
Baptist  Church  with  mission  information  and  opportunity  for  involvement  in 
missions  progressed  on  schedule. 

The  Commission  is  working  with  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  Home  Mission  Board,  and  Sunday  School  Board  through  a 
Mission  Education  Council  to  complete  this  project. 
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The  project  calls  for  researching  and  developing  a  correlated  program  design 
and  missions  curriculum,  a  convention-wide  plan  for  mission  education,  and  a 
national  merchandising  plan  for  mission  education  materials.  The  project  is 
designed  to  help  implement  BOLD  MISSION  THRUST,  the  effort  of  the 
Southern  Baptists  to  communicate  the  gospel  to  every  person  in  the  world  by  the 
year  2000. 

Working  with  WMU,  the  Commission  helped  sponsor  a  Bold  Mission 
Leadership  Conference  at  Glorietta  Baptist  Conference  Center  which  attracted 
2039,  an  increase  of  almost  25  percent  over  a  similar  conference  a  year  before. 
An  emphasis  on  the  involvement  of  lay  people  in  denominational  activities  and 
vocational  witnessing  drew  8,500  to  Atlanta  for  15  vocational  breakfasts  and  a 
bold  mission  rally  featuring  President  Jimmy  Carter,  a  leading  Southern 
Baptist  layman. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Commission  led  in  arranging  world  missions 
conferences  attended  by  more  than  one  million  Southern  Baptist. 

In  the  area  of  mission  commitment,  the  Commission  strongly  encouraged 
Southern  Baptists  to  become  involved  in  missions  as  short-term  volunteers, 
particularly  through  the  Mission  Service  Corps. 

The  agency  also  developed  new  ministries  and  supporting  materials  in  the 
areas  of  lay-led  revivals,  prison  ministries,  Bible  distribution  and  retirees  in 
missions. 

Besides  involving  about  5,000  persons  in  renewal  events,  the  Commission 
conducted  research  in  20  churches  on  the  best  ways  to  communicate  the 
theology  of  the  laity.  In  another  new  venture  50  couples  were  trained  to  conduct 
mission  and  ministry  weekends  in  their  churches. 

The  Commission  continued  to  bolster  its  corps  of  trained  leaders,  preparing 
about  600  specialists  to  help  33  state  Baptist  conventions  train  church  and 
associational  Brotherhood  officers. 

Among  the  specialists  were  persons  equipped  to  help  churches  organize 
Brotherhood  units  for  men  and  boys  who  speak  Spanish,  Chinese,  and  Korean. 
Southern  Baptists'  allocation  through  the  Cooperative  Program  was  $522,500.

In  Polk  Association  1 1  churches  and  14  staff  members  are  participating  in  the 
retirement  program.

The  programs,  services  and  facilities  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of 
North  Carolina  are  being  utilized  well  for  the  care  of  children  and  in  providing 
assistance  to  families  that  need  our  help.  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  other 
friends  continue  to  support  this  ministry  through  personal  involvement,  prayer 
and  financial  support.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Homes  to  provide  quality  care  and 
to  be  worthy  of  the  faith  and  confidence  of  our  many  friends  and  supporters. 

Requests  are  coming  to  the  Homes  from  various  sections  of  the  state  for 
additional  community-based  services  (such  as,  emergency  care  and  group 
homes).  This  is  a  wholesome  trend  in  child  care.  Children  can  best  be  served  and 
families  strengthened  when  care  can  be  provided  reasonably  close  to  a  child's 
home.  Our  homes  have  been  moving  in  that  direction  for  several  years.  We  will 
respond  to  additional  requests  for  programs  and  services  as  financial  resources 
permit. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  reason  to  be  pleased  with  work  that  is  currently 
in  progress  in  Western  North  Carolina.  Broyhill  Home,  foster  home  services, 
emergency  care  at  Forest  City,  maternity  care  in  Asheville,  programs  of  crisis 
intervention,  counseling,  and  family  education  fill  a  particular  need  in  this  area 
of  our  state. 

We  are  in  constant  need  of  well  qualified  staff.  This  is  particularly  true  of 
cottage  parents  and  foster  home  parents.  Join  us  in  prayer  that  God  will  impress 
upon  sufficient  numbers  of  prospective  workers  that  child  care  is  a  Christian 
vocation  and  that  it  affords  wonderful  opportunities  for  service. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  support  of  the  Children's  Homes  which  comes 
from  our  churches  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  special  gifts  and  the 
traditional  Thanksgiving  offering. 

The  forthcoming  Thanksgiving  offering  is  extremely  important.  This  will  be 
the  last  time  that  our  people  will  have  the  challenge  of  making  an  over-and- 
above  love  offering  to  the  Children's  Homes  at  Thanksgiving  time.  As  a  part  of 
the  Bold  Mission  thrust,  the  Thanksgiving  offering  for  the  Children's  Homes  in 
1979  will  become  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Missions  offering  to 
be  received  each  September  thereafter. 

To  bridge  the  transitional  gap  next  year,  our  trustees  have  set  a  goal  of 
$1,000,000  (One  mission  dollars)  through  the  1978  Thanksgiving  offering.  We 
are  dependent  upon  our  friends  for  financial  support  sufficient  to  carry  on  this 
ministry. 
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THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  -  1978 


The  Sunday  School  assists  the  church  in  fulfilling  its  most  important 
functions  of  worship,  proclamation,  education,  and  ministry.  It  does  this  by 
reaching  all  prospects  for  the  church,  and  leads  all  church  members  to  worship 
and  witness  daily. 

The  Bible  teaching  program,  the  Sunday  School  of  the  church,  has  four 
significant  tasks  to  be  performed: 

1.  Teach  the  Biblical  Revelation. 

2.  Reach  people  for  Christ  and  Church  membership. 

3.  Perform  the  functions  of  the  church  within  its  membership. 

4.  Provide  and  interpret  information  concerning  the  work  of  the  church  and 
denomination. 

There  must  be  an  increase  in  scope  and  effort  in  response  to  the  challenge  to 
teach  all  men  God's  word.  We  can  have  a  part  in  teaching  all  men  God's  word 
through  BOLD  TEACHING  and  BOLD  WITNESSING.

There  were  many  dedications 
and  a  number  of  professions  of  faith.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  there  were 
three  wonderful  adult  classes  in  Bible  School.  One  church  is  still  having  Bible 
classes  today.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  1978 


Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  find  ways  of  enlarging  and  improving  its  care  of 
patients. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Department  of  Family  Medicine  moved  into  new 
quarters.  It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  larger  area,  the  Family  Practice  Center 
will  provide  primary  health  care  for  more  than  5,000  families  by  1980.  Also,  the 
teaching  program  for  resident  physicians  in  Family  Medicine  will  increase  to  36 
positions  by  1980.  Many  of  these  physicians  are  expected  to  enter  family 
practice  in  North  Carolina. 

Other  improvements  in  patient  care  include  the  installation  of  a  whole-body 
scanner  and  the  opening  of  new  and  larger  facilities  for  the  Intensive  Care  and 
Intermediate  Nurseries.  The  body  scanner  is  particularly  useful  in  locating  and 
defining  problems  such  as  tumors  in  the  chest,  abdomen  and  pelvic  areas;  in 
determining  the  spread  of  disease  from  one  organ  to  another;  and  visualizing 
aneurysms  in  the  abdomen.  The  new  nurseries  have  already  played  a  signifi- 
cant role  in  reducing  the  infant  death  rate  and  in  improving  the  chances  of 
premature  babies  growing  up  without  lasting  effects  from  earlier  medical 
problems. 

Creation  of  a  new  Department  of  Patient  Relations  and  the  employment  of  a 
full-time  director  has  also  helped  to  improve  the  quality  of  patient  care.  The 
primary  function  of  this  department  is  to  respond  to  specific  concerns  patients 
have  regarding  their  hospital  care  and  to  act  in  behalf  of  patients  and  their 
families  in  resolving  problems  and  meeting  needs. 

A  closed-circuit  television  system  will  soon  be  carrying  services  from  the 
hospital  chapel,  other  devotional  programs  and  educational  programs  to 
patient  rooms.  This  system  will  also  be  used  in  staff  education  programs.  The 
equipment  was  purchased  with  funds  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Olivia  Hall  who 
worked  for  Baptist  Hospital  for  nearly  a  half-century. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  make  a  significant 
contribution  to  patient  care  as  well  as  in  clinical  pastoral  education,  counseling 
and  enrichment  events.  During  recent  months  the  department  has  begun 
another  satellite  center;  this  fourth  satellite  is  in  Charlotte  and  is  operated  in 
cooperation  with  the  Mecklenburg  Baptist  Association.  In  April  of  this  year,  the 
Counseling  Center  received  accreditation  by  the  American  Association  of 
Pastoral  Counselors. 

In  recent  months,  the  Medical  Center  Challenge  Program  completed  a 
successful  fund  campaign,  over-subscribing  its  $18  million  goal.  The  final 
project  in  this  program  will  be  the  replacement  of  the  original  hospital  building, 
opened  in  1923,  with  a  new  Focus  Building  which  is  scheduled  for  completion  in 
1980. 
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N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  -  1978 


North  Carolina  Baptists  have  the  following  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging: 
Resthaven,  The  Hayes  Home  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit,  The  Albemarle  Home, 
The  Hamilton  Home,  The  Yanceyville  Home,  and  The  Western  North  Carolina 
Home  at  Asheville.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  home  will  be  completed  and  ready 
for  occupancy  by  Feb.  7. 

Our  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  have  received  vital  support  from  our  more 
than  3400  Baptist  Churches  through  two  vital  sources  through  the  years.  These 
sources  are  the  Cooperative  Program,  which  supplies  about  8%  of  our  total 
budget,  and  the  special  offering,  which  supplies  16%  of  our  total  budget.  These 
gifts  are  used  to  supplement  the  care  of  the  majority  of  the  residents  in  our 
Baptist  Homes. 

The  total  goal  of  the  State  Mission  Offering  for  1979,  in  which  we  will  share 
with  our  other  Baptist  Institutions,  and  with  the  specific  causes  of  State 
Missions,  is  $2,000,000.00.  Our  Baptist  Homes  will  receive  $300,000.00  from  this 
offering  if  the  total  goal  is  reached. 

Of  interest  in  our  Homes  for  the  Aging  in  projected  growth  and  service,  is  a 
new  proposed  wing  to  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem  which  will  house  51 
additional  patients  and  residents  and  bring  our  total  capacity  in  all  of  the 
Homes  and  Nursing  Care  Unit  to  351  persons. 

The  growing  edge  of  our  national  and  state  population  is  in  the  area  of  the 
aging.  Will  you  join  us  in  our  prayers  and  in  our  plans  for  those  aging  persons 
who  look  to  us  for  help?

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CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  REPORT  1978 


Baptists  of  North  Carolina  support  and  operate,  through  elected  trustees,  six 
colleges  and  one  university:  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill, 
Meredith,  Wingate,  and  Wake  Forest  University.  The  histories  of  these  colleges 
and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  have  intersected  and  intertwined  since  1834. 
While  not  all  of  the  colleges  were  begun  by  the  Convention  per  se,  all  were  begun 
by  Baptists,  with  strong  convictions  about  the  need  for  Christian  higher 
education.  The  seven  colleges  have  been  in  operation  for  a  total  of  729  years. 
Currently,  faculty  and  staff  number  1,441.  During  the  1977-78  academic  year, 
the  full-time  enrollment  of  the  colleges  was  13,000.  The  total  enrollment, 
including  summer  school  and  special  students,  was  more  than  19,000. 

Baptist  colleges  serve  Christ  and  Baptist  people  best  when  they  are  truest  to 
their  primary  mission,  Christian  education.  Christian  education  is  education 
under  Christian  auspices  for  Christian  ends.  Christian  education  is 
Christianity  operating  in  the  field  of  enlightment.  A  Christian  college  is  a 
college  founded  and  maintained  and  conducted  by  Christian  people  in  the 
service  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Because  Christians  affirm  the  doctrine  of  creation,  there  is  no  subject  of 
investigation  which  is  inappropriate  for  Christian  education.,  from  Art  to 
Zoology.  The  telescope  becomes  the  tool  of  the  kingdom  for  those  who  believe 
that  "The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God."  The  historian's  pen  and  the 
biologist's  microscope  are  welcome  allies  to  those  whose  quest  is  "That  at  the 
name  of  Jesus,  every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth, 
and  things  under  the  earth." 

Churches  are  urged  to  encourage  their  youth  to  attend  a  Baptist  college.  Most 
of  the  students  attending  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  college  receive  some  form  of 
financial  assistance.  Each  of  the  colleges  pledges  to  assist  needy  students  with 
financial  aid.  Students  who  need  to  apply  for  financial  aid  should  make 
application  to  college  early  in  the  senior  year  of  high  school.  Grants,  loans,  and 
work  scholarships  are  available  for  those  who  need  them. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  continue  to  be  grateful  for  generous  financial 
support  through  the  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM.  The  colleges  reaffirm  their 
support  and  partnership  in  missions  with  the  churches,  and  offer  the  services  of 
faculty,  students,  and  other  campus  resources  to  make  the  Bold  Missions 
emphasis  of  Southern  Baptists  a  vital  and  successful  ministry. 
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CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE 


This  past  year  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Action  League  has  been  involved 
with  the  problem  of  hard  core  pornography,  massage  parlors  and  beer  and  wine 
sales.  An  anti-obscenity  and  pornography  ordinance  has  been  drafted  by  our 
attorney,  Mr.  Allen  Bailey,  in  cooperation  with  lawyers  from  Citizens  For 
Decency  Through  Law.  This  ordinance  covers  hard  core  pornography  as  it  has 
been  defined  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Supreme  Court  has  also  ruled  that  such 
matters  are  not  covered  by  the  First  Amendment  guarantees.  The  ordinance  has 
been  adopted  in  several  North  Carolina  Cities  and  Counties  and  is  under  serious 
consideration  in  other  places  in  the  State.  Since  this  ordinance  covers  only  a 
City,  Town,  or  County  where  it  is  adopted,  we  are  seeking  the  passage  of  a  state- 
wide ordinance  that  would  regulate  the  material  that  comes  under  the  purview 
of  the  Supreme  Court  ruling.  We  recommend  that  you  contact  the  candidates  for 
the  General  Assembly  in  your  District  and  ask  for  their  support  for  a  stronger 
obscenity  regulating  statute.  It  is  essential  that  all  candidates  make  their 
position  clear  on  issues  affecting  public  morality.  Christian  men  and  women  are 
running  for  office.  We  must  let  them  know  that  the  people  of  North  Carolina 
want  something  better.  Our  legislators  can  give  us  a  better  law.  They  must  do  it. 
They  will  respond  to  our  effort.  Let's  let  them  know. 

We  regreat  to  report  that  in  spite  of  strong  opposition  by  state  and  local 
Christian  Action  League  leaders,  Miller  Brewing  Company  has  purchased  1,600 
acres  and  is  in  the  process  of  building  a  $130,000,000.00  brewery  in  Eden,  N.  C. 
The  company  has  promised  to  put  the  name  "Eden"  on  every  can  and  bottle 
produced  at  the  plant.  Just  think  of  "beer  from  "Eden".  In  line  with  retail  sales 
in  the  state  which  will  increase  the  number  of  permits  from  the  present  29,899.  Is 
this  an  example  of  the  need  for  more  united  action  against  the  evils  of  alcohol? 

We  are  grateful  for  the  victories  that  have  been  won.  Some  failures  are 
acknowledged  because  people  have  been  deceived  by  the  so-called  fantastic 
profits  from  the  sale  of  beverage  alcohol  and  have  voted  for  legalizing  it. 

The  Christian  Action  League  is  your  voice  on  the  state-wide  level.  We  speak 
for  you  as  we  seek  to  deliver  God's  message  of  condemnation  on  the  beverage 
alcohol  industry.  We  are  grateful  for  your  support  and  we  need  your  continuing 
support.  The  work  of  the  League  can  be  put  on  a  firm  foundation  by  budget 
support  from  the  churches  across  the  state.  You  are  urged  to  support  the  League 
in  this  way  and  with  your  prayers  for  God's  guidance  in  the  work  we  seek  to  do. 
It  is  God's  work  that  we  are  doing.  We  work  for  Him  as  we  speak  for  you. 

Again  we  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  and  support  and  prayers.

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BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT  1978 

Think  about  if  for  a  minute.  What  if  there  were  no  BIBLICAL  RECORDER? 
What  means  of  communication  would  keep  our  Baptist  people  together  in  the 
state?  What  if  we  had  to  depend  entirely  on  the  secular  news  media? 

These  are  questions  that  should  not  be  taken  lightly.  Thanks  to  the  wisdom 
and  foresight  of  Baptist  leaders  back  in  1833,  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  has 
been  on  the  scene  for  145  years  serving  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

One  of  the  most  important  jobs  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  to  keep 
members  of  Baptist  Churches  informed  about  what's  going  on  in  our 
denomination,  not  only  here  in  North  Carolina  but  around  the  world.  When 
people  know,  they  respond  more  quickly  and  in  a  more  cooperative  and  generous 
manner. 

In  that  connection,  there's  one  more  question:  Does  the  RECORDER  pay? 
Recently  the  RECORDER  published  a  list  of  50  churches  which  had  the  best  per- 
capita  giving  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  Forty  nine  of  the  50  had  a  good 
RECORDER  club,  many  of  them  sending  the  RECORDER  to  every  resident 
family.  The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  had  a  part  in  helping  these  congregations 
see  the  importance  of  supporting  Baptist  causes. 

More  than  1,100  churches  provide  their  families  with  the  RECORDER 
through  the  church  budget  at  a  cost  of  only  6<t  a  week.  Everyone  benefits  when 
the  RECORDER  goes  into  every  home. 

The  price  of  the  RECORDER  remains  reasonable,  despite  tremendous 
increases  in  postage,  paper  and  printing.  If  your  church  plans  to  put  the 
RECORDER  in  the  budget,  it  should  do  so  this  year  and  thus  save  money 
because  a  price  increase  is  likely. 

With  the  dripping  wet  news  media  in  North  Carolina,  our  Baptist  people  must 
depend  on  the  RECORDER  for  information  about  such  matters  as  liquor-by-the- 
drink.  This  is  only  one  reason  for  every  church  to  have  a  good  RECORDER  club 
or  put  it  in  the  budget. 

Woodrow  W.  Hill,  assistant  editor  and  field  representative  for  the  past  seven 
years,  reached  retirement  age  this  past  year  but  has  agreed  to  continue  to  help 
the  RECORDER  in  associations  and  churches.  He  is  loved  by  people  all  over  the 
state  and  we  are  glad  that  he  will  continue  to  be  identified  with  the  RECORDER 
when  needed  for  special  assignments. 


CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

There's  never  been  a  time  when  there  has  been  more  religious  writings  on  the 
market  than  today.  They  represent  every  religion  and  cult  in  the  world,  and 
many  people  are  buying  some,  and  are  trying  to  find  "peace  of  mind." 

The  most  important  literature  any  of  us  can  read  is  THE  WORD  OF  GOD  - 
THE  BIBLE.  Religious  literature  should  be  a  part  of  the  things  provided  for  our 
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families  to  read.  The  Christian  Literature  Committee  has  always  encouraged 
the  churches  to  include  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  in  the  yearly  budget.  So  far 
only  seven  churches  at  the  present  time  see  that  the  RECORDER  goes  to  each 
family.  We  still  pray  that  other  churches  will  do  this.  Will  you  make  this  a  matter 
of  prayer?

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I  -  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE

fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.  C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday 
in  October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for 
called  sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee. 


Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall 
be  composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The 
messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which 
shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their 
internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in 
doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate 
with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches, 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as 
were  appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be 
messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches:  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership 
there  in  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and 
come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided 
such  request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is 
understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting. 
They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present. 
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SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall 
send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain 
such  statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the 
associational  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year. 
Any  church,  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational 
meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  in  the  association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee 
shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 


Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  I.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor, 
Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by 
their  organization  at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the 
necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee 
shall  present  all  these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nominating  committee  shall 
nominate  one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for 
nominations  from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 


Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio- Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a 
study  of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current 
practice  in  the  use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  loan  and  operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the 
churches  of  the  association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all 
necessary  recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present 
the  annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association. 
This  committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the 
recommended  budget  by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to 
aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the 
associational  program.)  All  churches  who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with 
the  work  of  the  association  shall  receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All 
others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  each. 
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SECTION  III.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of 
the  annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees 
for  the  coming  year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the 
constitution  and  report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in 
cooperation  and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of 
Evangelism.  They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and 
participate  in  all  simultaneous  efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have 
an  Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
association  as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this 
committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association 
a  pastor  from  each  member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from 
each  church,  and  the  church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual 
associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
present  a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the 
preceding  year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with 
our  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist 
Denominational  Program  of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and 
Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or 
discharging  a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of 
Evangelism.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
committee.  Any  five  members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected 
by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational 
Missionary  in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the 
Gospel  to  all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and 
churches;  to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing 
mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In 
carrying  out  its  reponsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1 .  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new 
work. 
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3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  soley  responsible  to  this  committee 
and,  through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  of  the 
association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for 
one  year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that 
occur  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary, 
but  upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the 
candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting 
such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with 
the  directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full 
committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall 
determine  the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and 
alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization 
for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make 
resolutions  pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions 
as  needed. 

Article  VII 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up 
of  the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated 
Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties 
shall  be  to  keep  informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area, 
and  to  assist  in  securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should 
also  be  aware  of  other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give 
aid  or  counsel. 

Section  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite  period 
and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold  title  for 
the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which 
shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties 
and  make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 


These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association. 

Article  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 
The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended 
change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive 
Promotional  Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in 
succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually 
and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically 
become  Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of 
Vice-Moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when 
called  upon  by  the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all  sessions 
of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties 
of  the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association, 
or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 
He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which 
have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
succeeding  historian. 
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SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association. 
He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting 
his  findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
SECTION  VIII.  Superintendent  of  Missions: 

PART  I.  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duties  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with 
the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties 
as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  futher  duties  shall  be  to  publish 
the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for 
such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an 
indefinite  period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty 
day  notice,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is 
granted  two  full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own 
discretion.  He  is  entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational 
work.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1-week 
revivals  and  assist  in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the 
association  each  year.  He  will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the 
association  as  is  physically  possible.  The  services  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the 
association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to  express  their 
appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  missions  with  suitable  honorariums.  The 
Superintendent  of  missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick 
leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  missions  committee.  The 
Superintendent  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general 
program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is 
encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as 
provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  missions  on  a  part- 
time  salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 
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AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

In  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches 
participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes 
free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes 
but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  association  shall  be 
asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  futher  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
100  or  less  -  10  copies,  150  or  less  -  15  copies,  More  than  150  -  20  copies. 


STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  key  word  for  North  Carolina  State  Missions  is  BOLD  MISSIONS.  The 
1977  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  to  combine  all  state  convention  special 
offerings  into  one  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  The  1978  goal  was 
$1 ,200,000.  However,  the  latest  reports  from  our  convention  offices  indicate  that 
the  churches  fell  short.  The  Baptist  Biblical  Recorder  made  a  plea  for  the  state 
offering.  Now  in  1979  the  goal  will  be  $2,000,000.00.  In  1979  the  convention  will 
support  only  three  offerings:  Lottie  Moon,  Annie  Armstrong,  and  North 
Carolina  Missions.  Of  course,  every  church  will  be  still  free  to  support  any  object 
of  state  missions.  The  convention  is  just  supporting  one  state  offering. 

Polk  Association  fell  way  below  their  goals  for  the  past  two  years.  We  urge 
Polk  Baptist  to  support  these  three  efforts  of  our  state  convention  with  prayers 
and  offerings  in  every  church. 
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THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT  -  1978 


The  Cooperative  Program  is  as  essential  to  our  denomination  as  the  budget  is 
to  the  local  church.  It  supports  all  mission  causes  at  home  and  abroad.  It 
preaches  the  gospel,  heals  in  the  name  of  Christ  through  hospitals  and  clinics, 
teaches  and  trains  Christian  leaders  for  all  the  tasks  that  need  to  be  done. 

A  strong  Biblical  stewardship  program  will  lead  people  to  grow  in  the  grace  of 
giving  so  that  the  needs  of  people  may  be  met  through  the  local  church  program, 
the  Associational  Program,  and  the  Cooperative  Program. 

I  am  happy  when  I  see  people  and  churches  growing  in  their  giving.  Because  I 
know  that  many  of  the  needs  of  people  around  the  world  are  being  met  through 
our  local  churches  and  the  Cooperative  Program.

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HISTORY  OF  BEULAH  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Beulah  Baptist  Church  was  founded  in  1889.  Since  all  written  records  of  the 
church  before  1901  have  been  destroyed  or  misplaced,  we  do  not  know  how  many 
charter  members  there  were,  nor  do  we  know  any  of  their  names. 

Rev.  Elbert  Jackson,  the  first  recorded  pastor  to  serve  the  church,  was  elected 
December  7,  1901.  Since  that  time,  fifteen  pastors  have  served  the  church.  The 
present  pastor,  Rev.  Dillard  Davidson,  has  been  at  the  church  since  October  25, 
1959. 

In  May  of  1940,  Beulah  Baptist  Church  voted  to  have  their  first  homecoming, 
and  each  year  homecoming  is  observed  the  first  Sunday  in  May. 

Beulah  Church  building,  before  the  present  one,  was  once  a  one  room 
structure.  As  the  years  passed,  two  additions  were  added.  Then  on  August  29, 
1976,  the  church  voted  to  build  a  new  sanctuary  near  the  old  building. 

September  19,  1976  was  a  special  day  for  the  church,  because  at  twelve  o'clock 
noon  on  that  date  the  first  shovel  of  dirt  was  turned  in  ground  breaking 
ceremonies  for  the  new  church  building.  Rev.  Zeb  D.  Baker,  former 
Superintendent  of  Missions  of  the  Polk  Association,  brought  the  message  that 
day. 

The  members  eagerly  watched  the  construction  of  the  new  building.  Then  on 
June  26,  1977  the  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  church  building.  A  church  bell 
that  was  bought  in  1931,  and  used  in  the  old  building,  is  now  in  use  in  the 
steeple  of  the  new  church. 

The  desire  of  Beulah  Baptist  Church  is  "to  see  the  salvation  of  the  lost  and  the 
edifying  of  the  Saints  in  a  fellowship  of  unity.  Please  pray  for  us  that  we  may  go 
forward  in  our  Christian  work  for  the  Lord."

May  God  richly  bless  in  the  challenge 
ahead.

MINUTES  OF  THE  QUARTERLY 
EXECUTIVE  MEETING  FOR  FEBRUARY  5,  1978 


The  quarterly  Executive  Meeting  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  was  held  at 
the  Midway  Baptist  Church  February  5,  with  37  in  attendance  and  14  churches 
represented:  Beulah,  Big  Level,  Byars,  Coopers  Gap,  Faith,  Green  River, 
Hickory  Grove,  Midway,  Pacolet  Hills,  Pea  Ridge,  Peniel,  Sandy  Springs,  Silver 
Creek,  and  Warrior  Mountain. 

The  meeting  began  with  congregational  singing  led  by  Mr.  Speck  Owens 
STANDING  ON  THE  PROMISES  and  Leroy  McGraw  moderating.  Rev.  Roy 
Cable,  our  Director  of  Missions,  gave  the  welcome  and  devotion,  reading  from 
Revelation  20. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Jean  Painter,  Associational  Clerk,  Mrs.  Reva  Cable 
was  asked  to  be  acting  Clerk.  The  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  not  read,  as 
the  last  meeting  was  the  associational  meeting  at  the  Coopers  Gap  Church,  the 
Minutes  of  the  Associational  Meeting  being  printed  in  the  ANNUAL 
MINUTES. 

Rev.  T.  W.  Searcy  gave  a  Missions  Report,  emphasizing  the  importance  of 
each  church  to  the  work  of  the  association.  Rev.  Searcy  brought  out  that  as  our 
Director  of  Missions,  Mr.  Cable  had  been  in  every  church  and  served  in  some 
specific  way  during  the  previous  months.  Also,  all  of  January  was  filled  with 
studies  in  Exodus. 

Rev.  Ron  Gilbert  gave  a  Report  from  the  Evangelism  Committee.  Two  events 
were  greatly  emphasized:  (1)  The  Simultaneous  Revival  Meetings  within  our 
association  for  April  23-29.  Every  church  was  encouraged  to  participate.  We 
need  simultaneous  effort  to  benefit  all  our  churches  in  fellowship  at  one  time, 
and  to  give  a  strong  witness  for  Jesus  in  Polk  County.  Saturday  Night,  April  22, 
Kickoff  Rally:  April  23-29,  Revival  Week;  April  26,  Sharing  Supper,  all  churches 
sharing  in  what  God  is  doing  in  their  midst.  (2)  The  Evangelism  Conference  at 
Greensboro.  Rev.  Cable  was  presented  with  a  generous  love  offering  by  Rev. 
Gilbert  for  his  expenses  to  the  Evangelism  Conference.  This  offering  was  a  love 
offering  taken  by  individual  churches  and  given  to  Rev.  Gilbert  for  the 
presentation,  as  there  was  no  money  in  the  treasury  for  this  conference. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  and  Financial  Statement,  given  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley, 
was  approved  as  printed.  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  gave  the  Financial  Report, 
emphasizing  that  we  were  needing  the  percentage  of  giving  raised  by  all 
churches  not  giving  5%  of  their  offering  plate  dollar  to  the  association.  During 
the  winter  months,  money  had  been  slower  coming  and  some  bills  were  yet  to  be 
paid.  There  was  no  unfinished  business. 

There  were  two  items  of  new  business:  (1)  a  petition  on  Religious  Freedom  in 
Employment  and  (2)  a  letter  of  commendation  for  the  Pacolet  Church.  Mr. 
Pittman  from  the  Peniel  Church  spoke  to  the  petition  on  Religious  Freedom  in 
Employment.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  Polk  Baptist  Association 
offer  to  its  churches,  petitions  on  the  Religious  Freedom  in  Employment  for  the 
RIGHT  TO  WORK  LAW  to  be  sent  to  government  representatives.  Each 
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church  was  free  to  receive  or  refuse  a  petition  to  be  used  by  its  congregation. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  send  a  letter  of  commendation  to  the 
Carolina  Association  for  the  Pacolet  Church  upon  their  leaving  the  Polk 
Association  to  join  with  the  Carolina  Association. 

Rev.  Roy  Cable  presented  the  Associational  Annual  Minutes  and  gave  a  chalk 
board  presentation  of  the  past  year's  work  of  our  churches,  compiling  his 
information  from  the  minutes  which  he  gave  out  to  those  churches  represented. 

Baptism  -  88         Average  4.4  per  church 

Sunday  school  attendance  -  1454  each  Sunday  Average  72.7  per  church 
Church  Training  attendance  -  366  Average  30.5  per  church  with  T.  U. 

Average  18.3  per  church  for  20  churches 
Total  combined  income  -  $469,868.00  (almost  Vz  million  dollars  ) 
Total  combined  mission  expenditures  -  $54,295.00  equals  11%  of  total  income 
Total  associational  missions  $11,954.00  (includes  land,  house,  program) 

equals  2.5%  of  total  income 
Total  Cooperative  Program  -  $21,114.00  (2/3  to  N.  C,  1/3  to  SBC) 

There  are  12,500  people  in  Polk  County.  Only  8.5%  of  Polk  County  residents 
were  in  our  churches  on  an  average  Sunday  last  year.  If  the  other  churches, 
including  all  denominations,  were  to  reach  8.5%,  which  they  don't,  we  would 
only  be  reaching  17%  of  the  total  population  on  any  Sunday  in  all  churches 
combined. 

Only  4  churches  in  Polk  County  had  less  income  last  year  than  the 
associational  budget  for  its  entire  program  of  missions  activities  for  20  churches 
in  Polk  County. 

Following  the  Executive  Committee  Meeting,  the  Committee  of  Twenty  met 
and  discussed  the  future  of  the  camp  ground  ministry.  No  action  was  taken.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 
MIDWAY  BAPTIST  CHURCH  -  MAY  7,  1978 

The  meeting  opened  with  congregational  singing  led  by  Mrs.  Judy  Arledge, 
Pianist  -  Rev.  Bill  Pate.  Devotional  thoughts  by  Rev.  Hodge,  pastor  of  Pacolet 
Hills  Baptist  Church.  Prayer  by  Rev.  T.  W.  Searcy.  Roll  Call  of  Churches 
revealed  10  churches  absent.  Financial  Report  approved  by  motion  and 
seconded.  Voted  by  uplifted  hands. 

Mrs.  T.  W.  Searcy  announced  that  the  WMU  Spring  Session  would  be  held 
Monday  night,  May  8,  at  the  Sandy  Springs  Church  at  6:30  P.  M.  Mrs.  Searcy 
also  asked  that  we  form  a  committee  to  head  up  the  outlet  store.

AUGUST  6,  1978 

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  August  6, 1978  at  the  Midway  Church  at  2:30 
p.  m.  The  following  business  was  transacted: 

Devotional  thoughts  were  brought  by  Rev.  John  Godfrey  based  on  Luke  13:6- 
9,  the  parable  of  the  fig  tree,  followed  by  prayer  by  Rev.  Godfrey.  The  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  The  financial  report  was  given  out 
with  comments  by  Mrs.  Jolley,  treasurer.  Financial  report  was  approved  by 
motion  and  seconded.  Roll  call  of  churches  followed  with  14  churches 
represented.  Recognition  was  given  to  a  new  pastor  in  the  association,  Rev.  Lee 
Gregory,  pastor  at  Silver  Creek.  No  evangelism  report  was  given.  No  Sunday 
School  report  was  given  but  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  asked  to  meet  with  all  the 
Pastor  after  the  executive  meeting. 

The  Missions  Committee  report  was  given  by  Rev.  T.  W.  Searcy.  He  reported 
that  the  associational  house  has  been  sold  and  also  that  the  outlet  store  has  been 
closed  due  to  financial  difficulty.  Rev.  Searcy  asked  that  we  buy  an  air 
conditioner  for  the  Associational  office.  Motion  made  that  the  director  of 
missions  be  authorized  to  purchase  the  unit.  Seconded.  Voted  by  show  of  hands. 
Motion  also  made  and  seconded  that  we  get  a  lock  for  the  Associational  office 
door. 

Rev.  Searcy  then  introduced  to  the  Committee  our  new  Director  of  Missions 
and  wife,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Marshall  Simpson.  Rev.  Simpson  brought  greetings 
and  made  remarks  concerning  the  future  of  our  association.  There  were  various 
announcements  of  revivals  and  memorial  services  from  the  floor.  Mr.  Ted 
Owens  brought  before  the  group  the  recommendation  that  we  sell  the  entire 
parcel  of  land  rather  than  the  fifteen  acres  agreed  upon  at  our  last  meeting  and 
the  money  to  be  put  back  into  the  association  or  refunded  to  the  churches,  and 
individuals  the  money  that  they  have  paid  in  if  they  want  it  back.  Seconded. 
Voted  22  votes  for  and  against.  Motion  carried. 

There  was  a  motion  made  that  we  give  the  trustees  authority  to  sell  the  land 
for  such  price  as  they  see  appropriate.  Seconded.  Voted  by  show  of  hands. 
Motion  to  adjourn.  Seconded.  Dismissed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Dillard  Davidson. 

SEPTEMBER  10,  1978 

A  special  executive  committee  meeting  was  called  on  September  10,  1978  at 
the  Faith  Baptist  Church.  The  following  business  was  transacted: 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator  Leroy  McCraw.  Rev.  Fred 
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Rhodes,  new  pastor  of  the  Columbus  Church  was  introduced.  He  brought 
greetings  to  the  association  and  led  in  prayer. 

Roll  call  by  churches  revealed  that  14  churches  were  represented.  The  minutes 
of  the  last  meeting  was  read  by  the  clerk  and  approved  as  read. 

The  following  votes  were  registered  from  the  churches  concerning  selling  the 
land  -  11  yes,  4  no,  and  4  not  reported. 

Motion  made  that  we  abide  by  the  action  of  the  last  executive  meeting  and  the 
wishes  of  the  churches.  Amendment  that  we  put  a  minimum  price  on  it  per  acre. 
Price  agreed  upon  was  $675  per  acre.  Motion  carried  17-0. 

Motion  made  that  the  land  be  sold  to  a  church  family  -  seconded.  Motion 
carried.  Revival  Announcements  made  from  the  floor.  Motion  to  adjourn. 
Seconded.  Dismissal  prayer  by  Rev.  T.  W.  Searcy.

CHURCH  MUSIC  REPORT 
POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Music  is  very  vital  to  our  Christian  life,  both  as  an  individual  Christian  and  as 
a  part  of  the  Church  of  the  Living  Christ. 

In  the  Old  Testament  we  find  many  references  to  music,  whether  it  be  singing 
or  the  playing  of  instruments:  for  example,  note  these  blessed  words  from  Psalm 
81:1-3: 

1.  "Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  strength:  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  God  of 
Jacob. 

2.  "Take  a  psalm,  and  bring  hither  the  timbrel,  the  pleasant  harp  with  the 
psaltery. 

3.  "Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new  moon,  in  the  time  appointed,  on  our  solemn 
feast  day." 
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There  are  also  many  references  to  music  in  the  New  Testament.  Please  note 
the  following  two  particular  references: 

I  Corinthians  14:15:  "I  will  sing  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will  sing  with  the 
understanding  also." 

Hebrews  2:12  "Saying  I  will  declare  thy  name  unto  my  brethren,  in  the  midst 
of  the  church  will  I  sing  praise  unto  Thee." 

We  are  commanded  to  "make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord."  It  does  not  say  if 
you  have  a  trained  voice  to  sing;  it  says  to  make  a  joyful  noise,  and  if  that  joyful 
noise  is  made  to  bring  honor  and  glory  to  the  Lord,  then  we  are  meeting  the 
requirements  set  forth. 

Let  me  share  with  you  the  four  basic  goals  of  our  Associational  Music 
Ministry  in  the  Polk  Baptist  Association: 

1.  To  encourage  the  churches  in  our  Association  to  share  leadership,  music 
groups  and  musical  resources  with  other  churches  for  the  benefit  of  all  churches 
in  the  Polk  Baptist  Association; 

2.  To  strengthen  music  in  the  congregational  services  in  all  the  churches  in 
the  Polk  Baptist  Association; 

3.  To  provide  leadership  training  for  all  music  leaders  and  interested  members 
for  the  purpose  of  strengthening  the  total  music  ministry  in  the  local  church; 
and 

4.  To  seek  to  meet  the  musical  needs  of  ALL  the  churches  in  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association. 

If  there  is  any  way  that  I,  as  your  Associational  Music  Director,  can  help  you 
in  your  church  music  program,  please  feel  free  to  call  upon  me. 

The  instruction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Colossians  3:16  gives  clear  direction  for 
the  Music  Ministry  of  the  churches  of  our  Association:  "Let  the  word  of  Christ 
dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom;  teaching  and  admonishing  one  another  in 
psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts  to  the 
Lord".

Ellen  Payne,  Baptist  Home  For  The  Aging,  Rev.  Richard  Spencer  from  the  Baptist 
Hospital  and  Rev.  Dennis  Ball  from  Gardner-Webb  College. 

The  presentation  of  the  Book  of  Reports  was  made  by  Rev.  M.R.  Simpson.  He  gave 
his  report  and  also  expressed  appreciation  for  the  good  response  to  N.C.  Missions  Of- 
fering. 

There  was  no  new  business  to  bring  before  the  body.

Mrs.  Ellen  Payne  from  the  Baptist  Home  For  The  Aging,  introduced  by  Rev.  Ben- 
son Hodge,  invited  the  Association  to  come  see  the  new  Home  For  The  Aging  at 
Asheville.  She  shared  some  interesting  incidents  at  the  home.

Painter.  He  told  about  the  Hospital  being  a  program  of  training,  caring,  and 
preparing.  He  also  told  of  the  six  bed  unit  in  the  burn  center  at  the  hospital  in  Winston-

American  Bible  Society  1979 

The  American  Bible  Society  reports  with  much  excitement  this  year.  Over  500  mil- 
lion scriptures  were  distributed  in  1978  which  is  a  23  percent  increase  over  the  previous 
year. 

New  Testaments  were  distributed  in  the  Central  African  Empire  at  the  rate  of  one 
for  every  100  residents  of  the  country.  Total  scripture  distribution  throughout  India  in 
1978  surpassed  60  million  copies.  As  a  part  of  a  celebration  of  the  Centennial  Year  of 
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r.he  Bible  Society  in  Mexico  an  effort  to  reach  even-  home  with  a  copy  of  God's  word 
was  launched.  There  was  much  rejoicing  when  Russia  granted  permission  for  25.000 
Bibles  to  be  shipped  to  their  country.  Over  one  million  scriptures  was  shared  with  the 
hungry  people  of  Spain.  The  United  States  distribution  of  Bibles.  Testaments.  Scrip- 
ture portions  and  selections  totaled  127.414,817.  People  who  have  previously  been 
denied  access  to  the  scriptures  because  of  their  inability  to  read  have  been  assisted  by 
the  Bibles  Societies'  New  Reader  programs.  The  Bible  Societies'  new  reader  program 
helps  the  new  reader  attain  the  literacy  level  needed  to  easily  understand  a  complete 
New  Testament  in  his  own  common  language.  During  1978  newcommon  language 
translations  appeared  in  22  languages.  As  of  December  31.  1978  at  least  one  complete 
book  of  the  Bible  had  been  published  in  1.659  languages  -  an  increase  compared  to  the 
reported  total  in  1977.  The  American  Bible  Society  has  volunteers  sharing  scriptures 
with  people  in  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  prisons,  etc.  They  also  operate  scripture  cour- 
tesy centers  throughout  the  50  states  of  the  Union. 

These  accomplishments  are  made  possible  because  of  gifts  received  from  individuals 
and  churches  through  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  American  Bible  Society 
requests  our  continued  prayers  and  financial  support  so  the  hope  found  in  the  Word 
can  be  spread  to  those  in  such  desperate  need.

Evangelism  Report  for  1979 

Baptists  in  search  of  unsaved  and  unchurched  persons,  are  joining  together  in  a 
Statewide  Evangelistic  Crusade  scheduled  for  1982.  It  is  expected  that  the  effort  will 
include  Simultaneous  Revivals  with  dates  and  other  activities  announced  soon.  The 
Joint  Evangelistic  Crusade  Committee  requests  prayer  support  of  the  churches  for  this 
effort  -  to  reach  every  person  in  North  Carolina  with  the  gospel  of  Christ  bv  the  end  of 
1982. 

The  33rd  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  was  held  at  the  Cumberland  Memorial 
Auditorium.  Fayetteville.  N.C.  February  5-6.  1979.  Over  2500  pastors  and  lay  persons 
were  challenged  by  evangelistic  preachers  to  involve  church  members  more  in  direct 
witnessing  for  Christ  to  the  unsaved. 

Pastors  and  lay  persons  participated  in  an  important  seminar  on  '  GROWING  AN 
EVANGELISTIC  CHURCH"  during  March  26-29  at  Caraway  Conference  Center. 
The  seminar  was  co-sponsored  bv  the  Division  of  Evangelism  and  several  of  the  staff  of 
the  Evangelism  Section  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  In  depth  training  sessions  placed 
an  emphasis  on  long-range  planning  to  develop  an  evangelistic  local  church. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  now  has  the  TELLset  and  training  cartridges  to  train 
small  groups  in  direct  witnessing.  There  will  be  renewed  emphasis  on  Lay  Evangelism 
Schools  with  the  use  of  new  materials  and  TELL  witness  training. 

Decisions  for  Christ  are  being  made  by  youth  and  adults  as  a  result  of  the  Youth 
Revivals  led  by  four  Summer  Youth  Evangelism  Teams  in  one  week  efforts  among  36 
churches  across  our  state. 

The  34th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  in  Greensboro  during 
February  4-5.  1980.

The  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  is  made  up  of  20  persons  selected  ! 
by  the  Convention.  Eight  come  from  the  General  Board,  while  the  remaining  12  are  ! 
elected  at-large.  These  persons  give  overall  leadership  to  the  Council's  staff. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  staff.  W.  Douglas  Cole  has  recently  been  named  | 
Director  of  the  Division  of  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs.  Earlier  in  the  year  Ted 
W.  Williams  was  named  Director  of  the  Department  of  Aging. 

The  Christian  Life  Council  has  been  concerned  with  a  number  of  moral  issues 
during  1979.  The  status  and  health  of  the  family  is  of  great  importance  In  an  effort  to 
strengthen  family  relationships,  the  Council  has  been  involved  in  marriage  enrich- 
ment retreats  and  associational  family  life  conferences.  In  addition,  a  marriage  enrich- 
ment retreat  was  held  for  ministers  and  their  spouses.  A  family  life  poster  has  been 
printed  and  is  being  made  available  to  churches. 

More  than  700  North  Carolina  Baptists  participated  in  the  newly-formed  Legislative 
Information  Network.  Members  of  the  Network  received  a  guidebook  containing  rele 
vant  information  on  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly.  In  addition,  a  regular 
newsletter  was  mailed  to  all  participants,  keeping  them  informed  on  a  wide  variety  of 
legislative  issues  of  interest  to  Christians. 

Work  by  the  Department  of  Aging  was  begun  this  year.  Under  the  leadership  of  Ted 
Williams,  the  Council  has  sponsored  a  Senior  Adult  Conference  and  a  Senior  Adult 
Retreat.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  designate  a  senior  adult  co  ordinator  in  many 
churches  and  associations.  As  the  number  of  senior  adults  in  our  society  grows,  it  will 
be  increasingly  important  for  us  to  find  creative  ways  to  minister  with  senior  adults  and 
to  help  them  to  deal  with  the  problems  of  growing  old. 

The  plight  of  millions  of  hungry  and  starving  people  around  the  world  has  con- 
tinued to  hold  the  attention  of  Baptists.  A  packet  of  materials  was  prepared  by  the 
Christian  Life  Council  to  aid  churches  in  the  observance  of  World  Hunger  Day  in 
August.  Many  churches  have  participated,  through  special  services,  offerings,  study 
groups  and  other  means,  in  helping  hungry  people  around  the  world.  Many  more  need 
to  become  active  in  feeding  some  of  Jesus'  brothers  and  sisters,  in  His  name. 

Applying  the  radical  teachings  of  our  Lord  to  our  day-by-day  lives  is  not  easy.  Jesus 
said  that  in  order  for  His  followers  to  come  after  Him,  they  must  first  take  up  their 
crosses.  The  task  of  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  is  to  help  North 
Carolina  Baptist  to  live  life  as  Christ  would  have  us  to  live  it.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  For  The  Aging 

This  has  been  a  year  of  great  significance  and  celebration  in  the  life  of  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging!  We  would  give  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  God 
especially,  and  to  our  Baptist  pastors  and  churches  throughout  North  Carolina  for  the 
victories  that  we  have  experienced! 

Of  outstanding  importance  has  been  the  completion,  dedication,  and  occupancy  of 
our  new  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  in  Asheville.  This  lovely  new  home, 
ac  comodating  50  additional  residents,  was  dedic  ated  to  the  glory  of  God  on  April  29, 
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1979.  Already,  there  are  enough  residents  who  have  arrived,  and  those  who  have  been 
'(I    approved  for  admission,  to  fill  the  Home. 

n  I      The  new  apartment  complex  in  Winston  Salem,  accommodating  16,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  all  of  the  apartments  have  either  been  filled  or  assigned.  With  an  older 
,|    apartment  built  in  1961  there  are  a  total  of  five  duplex  apartments  accommodating  20 
|    persons.  With  the  apartment  complex,  the  six  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the 
skilled  nursing  facility,  300  persons  can  be  served  in  our  Baptist  Homes.  Homes  are 
s    located  in  the  following  places:     Resthaven,  The  Hayes  Home,  Apartments,  The 
i    Skilled  Nursing  Unit,  in  Winston-Salem;  the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle;  the 
Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton;  the  Yanceyville  Home  in  Yanceyville;  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  in  Asheville. 

Financially,  this  has  been  a  crucial  year  in  our  Baptist  Homes,  since  we  did  not  have 
our  usual  3rd  Sunday  of  February  Offering,  which  makes  up  16%  of  our  total  budget. 
I  We  have  had  to  move  into  our  endowment  funds  in  order  to  operate  and  to  keep  the 
ship  afloat,  since  the  usual  $300,000.00  that  we  receive  from  the  Special  Offering  was 
delayed  until  we  receive  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  in  September.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  this  offering  in  a  very  special  way,  and  it  will  certainly  be  crucial  in 
the  support  of  our  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Let  us  trust  that  the  goal  of  $2,000,000  for  all 
of  our  10  Baptist  Institutions,  and  the  special  causes  of  State  Missions  will  be  met. 

Support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for  Our  Homes,  which  supplies  about 
8%  of  our  total  budget  continues  in  a  steady  and  encouraging  manner.  During  the  28 
years  of  the  ministry  of  the  Homes,  the  amount  of  1  2/10%  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention Cooperative  dollar  for  the  Homes  has  never  been  changed. 

Through  the  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  five  out  of  every  six  people  who 
cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care,  are  supplemented.  This,  therefore,  is  a  ministry  of 
Christian  love  and  compassion  at  its  best  in  the  lives  of  those  older  people  who  are  in 
our  care. 

Of  great  joy  has  been  the  addition  of  two  new  administrative  staff  members  -  Mr. 
Jack  Hoyle,  who  came  in  mid-January  as  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Social  Ser- 
vices, and  Rev.  Jim  Saul,  as  the  Director  of  Denominational  Relations  and  Develop- 
ment. Rev.  Saul  is  filling  the  vacancy  created  by  the  retirement  of  Rev.  Ralph  Cannon 
I  in  March.  We  shall  never  cease  being  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  the  significant  contri- 
bution that  Ralph  made  during  his  service  with  the  Homes.  The  ministry  of  the  Homes 
has  been  greatly  enhanced  and  enriched  by  the  coming  of  Jack  Hoyle  and  Jim  Saul  in 
their  respective  fields  of  service. 

Ministry  to  an  older  person  is  a  ministry  as  unto  Christ  Himself.  We  trust  that  you 
will  keep  this  vital  ministry  close  to  your  heart  and  in  your  prayers,  and  that  your  gifts 
will  enable  us  not  only  to  minister  to  those  in  our  care,  but  encourage  us  to  expand  this 
desperately  needed  ministry  in  our  Convention. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  Polk  Baptist  Association  paid  a  bill  long  overdue  -  We 
gave  $1 ,000.00  to  the  new  Home  in  Western  N.C.

Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina 

Children  in  the  care  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  are  like  children  anywhere  you 
find  them.  They  are  looking  to  and  receiving  guidance  from  caring  adults,  their  minds 
are  being  enriched  in  appropriate  educational  development,  their  spiritual  needs  are 
being  attended,  they  are  happily  at  play  and  they  are  contributing  to  the  lives  of  the 
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people  close  to  them.  Many  of  them  are  finding  it  possible  to  become  a  part  of  a  re- 
established family  because  the  important  relatives  in  their  lives  are  served  by  the 
Children's  Homes  while  the  child  is  in  care. 

There  is  a  continuing  need  in  our  society  for  existing  programs  of  service.  Flexibility 
and  change  are  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  to  meet  whatever 
numan  need  is  expressed  as  the  family  confronts  societal  pressures.  This  is  a  real 
challenge. 

Western  North  Carolina  families  have  ready  access  to  all  services  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  through  Broyhill  Home,  the  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville, 
Emergency  Care  at  Forest  City,  a  network  of  foster  homes,  social  work  services  from 
Broyhill  and  Asheville  offices  and  counsel  from  staff  in  the  west  or  through  other  re- 
sources in  general  staff  located  in  Thomasville.  A  Family  Services  Center  headquar- 
tered in  Charlotte  and  serving  eight  surrounding  counties  has  successfully  piloted  the 
concept  of  community  based  services  and  is  another  resource  to  West  and  Piedmont 
especially. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  be  a  part  of  and  cooperate  with  the  Bold  Missions  pro- 
gram of  advance  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  cooperation  with  the  local 
church. 

An  in  depth,  comprehensive  self-study  of  every  segment  of  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  is  just  being  concluded  by  the  institution  s  trustees.  The  study  has  taken  two 
years  and  projects  the  future  direction  of  the  Homes  over  the  next  decades. 

A  major  portion  of  the  1978-79  operating  budget  of  the  Homes  comes  from  the  local 
church  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  Special  gifts  and  the  traditional  Thanks- 
giving Offering.  This  has  helped  make  it  possible  to  operate  thus  far  this  year  within 
income.  Vve  are  prayerfully  concerned,  and  optimistic,  that  sufficient  funds  will  con- 
tinue to  come  and  provide  needed  services  to  families  and  children. 

Pastors,  other  church  leaders,  and  Associational  leaders  are  asking  for  help  in  minis- 
tering to  families.  Services  of  the  Homes  are  being  localized  as  rapidly  as  possible  in  or- 
der to  join  hands  with  these  concerned  people. 

Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Report  for  1979 

Polk  Association  is  pleased  to  have  a  small  part  in  the  work  at  the  Thermal  Youth 
Shelter.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Association  will  include  this  in  the  budget  for 
next  year.  Some  of  our  W.M.U.  groups  have  visited  the  home  and  helped  to  meet 
special  needs.  The  Brotherhood  at  Faith  spent  two  Saturdays  at  the  shelter  -  painting 
the  buildings.  There  are  many  things  that  you  can  do  to  be  helpful  to  the  Shelter  - 
either  by  yourself  or  with  a  group.  If  you  would  like  a  REAL  GENUINE  BLESSING 
try  doing  something  for  the  Youth  Shelter. 

Report  of  Baptist  Hospital  for  1979 

Although  growth  in  bed  capacity  at  Baptist  Hospital  has  leveled  off  at  just  under  700 
beds,  there  is  continuing  expansion  of  the  hospital's  services.  This  expansion  results 
from  new  discoveries  made  through  medical  research,  and  is  in  response  to  the  health 
care  needs  of  people. 

During  the  past  year  a  38-bed  rehabilitation  unit  has  opened  to  offer  short-term  ser- 
vices and  family  instruction  to  the  disabled.  The  chief  beneficiaries  of  this  program  are 
patients  with  strokes,  arthritis,  burns,  long-term  casts,  joint  replacement  surgery, 
brain  tumors,  spinal  cord  injuries,  hand  injuries,  and  some  cardiac  problems. 

A  new  six-bed  burn  unit  is  scheduled  to  open  soon.  This  unit  will  permit  the  isola- 
tion of  burn  patients  in  a  location  where  all  required  services  are  immediately 
available. 
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An  automatic  clinical  analyzer,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  state,  has  been  acquired 
and  put  into  operation.  This  fully  automated  analyzer,  which  uses  computer  tech- 
nology, can  perform  more  than  200  tests.  It  analyzes  blood  serum  and  body  fluids  and 
provides  results  in  less  than  eight  minutes.  These  prompt  and  accurate  results  are  of 
particular  importance  in  critical  care  areas,  such  as  the  emergency  room. 

Another  new  ministry  is  a  program  of  home  visitation  for  children  with  cancer  and 
their  families.  A  team  consisting  of  physicians,  nurses,  a  psychologist  and  chaplains 
minister  to  families  during  three  critical  periods:  when  a  child  has  received  a  recent 
diagnosis  of  cancer,  when  a  child  is  terminally  ill,  when  a  child  has  recently  died. 

Our  chaplains  lead  worship  services  in  Davis  Chapel,  which  are  relayed  to  all  patient 
rooms  by  closed-circuit  television.  They  also  provide  a  pastoral  ministry  to  patients, 
their  families  and  to  staff  members;  provide  more  than  15,000  hours  of  personal  coun- 
seling annually;  offer  personal  growth  and  enrichment  events  of  hundreds  of  clergy 
and  lay  persons  each  year;  and  conduct  the  largest  program  of  clinical  pastoral 
education  in  the  world.  Ministries  of  the  Pastoral  Care  department  are  made  accessible 
to  people  across  the  state  through  satellites  in  Fayetteville,  Raleigh,  Morganton  and 
Charlotte. 

Baptist  Hospital  has  actively  participated  in  the  voluntary  effort  to  keep  hospital 
costs  as  low  as  possible.  Our  hospital  and  several  of  its  employees  have  been  recognized 
and  received  awards  for  their  cost-saving  ideas  and  efforts.  Our  patients  benefit  in  that 
the  hospital's  room  rate  increase  this  year-despite  continuing  inflation  -  is  only  5%,  as 
compared  to  an  annual  increase  of  6%  in  recent  years. 

In  recent  months  the  hospital's  oldest  building  -  "Old  Main"  -  has  been  torn  down 
and  a  new  six -story  Focus  Building  is  now  rising  on  this  site. 

Our  hospital  staff  members  have  been  working  with  representatives  from  other 
denominational  agencies  and  with  leaders  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  to  promote 
the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  The  hospital  looks  forward  to  receiving  its  share 
of  this  offering,  as  gifts  from  the  churches  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  Juae  30  were 
$196,516,  as  compared  to  $388,122  in  the  preceeding  fiscal  year. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  -  1979 

In  its  146th  year  of  serving  North  Carolina  Baptists,  "The  Recorder,"  like  old  man 
river,  keeps  rolling  along.  '"I  he  Recorder"  faced  the  same  problems  as  everyone  did  in 
the  past  year  -  price  increases  in  every  phase  of  its  operations.  The  cost  of  postage  con- 
tinues to  go  up  at  a  rate  of  more  than  30  per  cent  a  year.  This  means  "The  Recorder"  is 
costing  four  times  as  much  to  mail  as  it  did  five  years  ago. 

Paper  and  printing  also  have  gone  up,  but  despite  these  increases,  "The  Recorder" 
still  is  about  the  most  reasonable  publication  available.  By  keeping  the  staff  small  and 
cutting  corners  wherever  possible,  "The  Recorder"  can  still  go  into  every  home  in  a 
church  for  only  7V£(  a  week.  In  today's  inflationary  world,  where  else  can  a  person 
receive  so  much  for  so  little  money?  You  would  pay  twice  that  much  for  postage  on  a 
first  class  letter. 

This  has  been  a  newsworthy  year  and  "The  Recorder"  has  tried  to  keep  you  in- 
formed. Wake  Forest  University  and  its  relationship  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
continues  to  be  in  the  news  and  you  can  depend  on  "The  Recorder"  to  strive  for  fair- 
ness and  responsible  coverage.  Action  will  be  taken  at  the  State  Convention  in  Novem- 
ber on  a  proposal  that  has  been  worked  out  by  a  special  committee. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Houston  was  another  important  story  this  year 
and  as  always,  "The  Recorder"  was  there. 

Even  though  "The  Recorder"  takes  pride  in  its  coverage  of  denominational  news  and 
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events,  it  devotes  more  space  to  the  local  church  than  any  other  state  paper  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  "The  Recorder"  believes  in  the  local  church  as  the 
foundation  stone  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do  together  as  Southern  Baptists.  Strong 
churches  result  in  a  strong  denomination. 

The  editor  is  completing  20  years  and  is  still  striving  to  make  "The  Recorder"  better 
each  week.  Your  support  of  "The  Recorder"  will  not  only  mean  much  to  it  but  will 
make  you  a  stronger  and  better  informed  Christian.  If  you  and  your  church  do  not 
receive  "The  Recorder,"  please  take  steps  immediately  to  see  that  this  is  done. 

Report  on  Christian  Literature  -  1979 

We,  as  Southern  Baptist  people,  are  very  fortunate  to  have  the  Christian  literature 
that  is  being  printed  each  year  to  support  us  in  the  task  of  bringing  men  to  God 
through  Jesus  Christ.  Our  convention  and  the  Broadman  Press  are  dedicated  to  the 
purpose  of  making  available  Bibles,  Lesson  Courses,  materials,  books,  films,  filmstrip 
music,  recordings,  and  service  programs  which  will  help  us  in  our  ministries  of  Bible 
teaching  and  Christian  training. 

Each  quarter  there  are  new  periodicals  and  teaching  helps  as  well  as  a  new  tract 
system  offered.  Year  by  year  the  Broadman  personnel  attempt  to  determine  what 
Christians  will  be  reading  and  interested  in  reading  two  or  three  years  hence,  and  they 
try  to  meet  those  needs  and  interests.  There  is  a  very  good  variety  and  balance  between 
Bible  Study,  inspirational  writings,  history,  teaching,  Christian  doctrine,  evangelism, 
and  many  other  subjects.  There  are  three  different  kinds  of  Sunday  School  lessons  to 
choose  from.  Church  Training  material  has  been  revised  and  added  to.  Our  Missions 
Publications  keep  us  informed  of  needs  and  witness  is  felt  around  the  world. 

Unless  we  are  inspired  and  trained  in  our  local  churches  for  BOLD  MISSIONS 
THRUST  -  our  goal  is  in  vain.  Missions  has  always  started  at  home  and  without  the 
literature  and  the  Bible  itself  for  us  to  study  and  equip  ourselves  for  this  monumental 
task,  we  will  not  see  our  goal  reached. 

The  Bible  teaches  us  to  "Study  to  show  ourselves  approved---"  2  Timothy  2:15.  Let 
us  be  faithful  in  study  and  prayer  that  as  we  live  and  witness  each  day  God's  power 
could  be  felt  around  the  world.

The  Annuity  Report  for  1979 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  pays  $200  per  year  to  the  ordained  church  staff  mem- 
ber's retirement  account,  when  the  church  contributes  as  much  as  $400.00  to  the  ac- 
count. This  $200  provides  the  protection  section  (survivor  and  disability)  benefits.  The 
money  contributed  by  the  church  provides  for  the  annuity  income  at  age  65. 

North  Carolina  as  of  March  31,  1979,  shows  2,953  staff  members  of  2,290  churches 
and  associations  participating  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  System. 

The  year  1978  was  a  year  of  challenge  for  the  Annuity  Board  in  servicing  churches 
and  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  according  to  Dr.  Harold  H.  Morgan, 
President.  Among  the  challenges  he  listed  were  extremes  of  market  variations,  stag- 
gering pressures  of  escalating  costs,  changes  in  personnel  and  organization,  and  the 
eroding  pressure  of  governmental  regulations. 

In  Polk  Association  there  are  11  employers  and  11  members  of  the  Annuity  Pro- 
gram. This  is  the  best  year  so  far  on  upgrading  in  retirement.  It  is  sad  that  more  in  the 
Association  are  not  making  their  financial  conditions  secure  for  the  declining  years. 
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Churches,  you  should  try  to  find  a  way  to  up  the  Annuity  for  your  pastors  to  at  least 
10%.

Cooperative  Program  Report  for  1979 

A  dream  is  only  a  dream  until  someone  makes  it  come  true.  Bold  Mission  Thrust 
began  as  a  dream  for  Southern  Baptists  in  1976-77  -  a  bold  dream  of  greater  mission 
support  and  church  .growth.  Many  people  are  committed  to  making  this  dream  a 
reality.  In  order  for  Bold  Mission  Thrust  to  succeed,  many  more  people  must  adopt 
this  commitment. 

Two  important  questions  must  be  asked  and  answered.  (1)  Do  we  have  the  will  and 
commitment  to  persist  in  achieving  what  we  have  voted  as  Bold  Mission  Thrust  goals? 
(2)  Can  we  learn  to  live  with  our  commitments?  Officially,  Southern  Baptists  claimed 
their  Bold  Mission  Thrust  dream  in  1977.  Looking  at  the  years  ahead  we  have  mixed 
reactions  of  excitement  and  anxiety.  The  introduction  is  over;  in  1980  we  must  learn  to 
live  out  our  dream. 

Involved  in  this  learning  are  several  realities  to  be  considered: 

1.  Churches  need  to  be  faithful  in  fulfilling  their  goals  of  mission  giving  and  church 
growth. 

2.  Some  churches  may  need  to  discover  "special  roles"  in  the  bold  endeavors  they  have 
adopted. 

3.  Church  leaders  must  lead  the  people  to  adjust  lifestyles  and  values  in  order  to 
achieve  Bold  Mission  Thrust. 

4.  We  need  a  strong  zeal  and  spirit  of  cooperation  to  attain  the  $30,000.00  goal  of  our 
1980  Associational  Missions  Program.

North  Carolina  Missions  Report  -  1979 

The  purpose  of  the  N.C.  Mission  Program  is:  "To  share  the  gospel  of  Christ  with  all 
the  people  of  North  Carolina;  to  strengthen  each  church  in  its  local  work  and  world 
missions  responsibility;  to  establish  new  churches  through  the  organization  and 
development  of  missions;  to  cultivate  a  special  climate  favorable  to  Christian  life  and 
the  development  of  a  Christian  society 

May  I  share  Dr.  Cecil  Ray's  report  in  "The  Biblical  Recorder"  on  January  13th  with 
you? 
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"In  January  1979  the  Convention  owed  only  $4,000,000.  In  1977  State  Missions  Of- 
fering was  f 901, 394. 04  and  the  1978  Offering  received  $780,170.40  Much  of  this 
money  went  to  reduce  the  debts  of  the  State  Baptist  Convention.  Settling  out  of  debt  or 
at  least  reducing  it  by  over  75%  is  obviously  a  good  idea.  The  interest  saved  on  the 
amount  already  paid  would  be  about  $160,000  for  just  this  year.  There  is  probably  no 
way  to  determine  how  much  total  interest  was  saved  over  the  entire  life  of  the  state." 

The  Cooperative  Program  no  longer  has  to  be  used  on  such  a  large  scale  to  make 
debt  payments.  The  annual  claim  of  the  Cooperative  Program  for  debt  was  about 
$286,000.  This  money  can  be  used  for  direct  missions  ministries.  The  two  year  empha- 
sis gave  a  lot  of  Baptists  their  first  look  at  State  Missions.  Many  churches  received  their 
first  State  Missions  Offering. 

Over  1,000  "interpreters"  helped  promote  the  special  offering  each  year.  This  aspect 
alone  exposed  more  and  more  people  to  the  expanding  State  Mission  Ministries 
throughout  North  Carolina. 

But  the  greatest  result,  in  my  opinion,  was  the  expanded  State  Missions  Offering, 
and  how  it  opened  the  door  to  Bold  Missions.  We  have  begun  to  see  the  potential.  We 
can  now  move  forward  to  our  $15  Million  Cooperative  Program  Budget  and 
$2,000,000  for  North  Carolina  Missions.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws 


ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote  Missions, 
Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  fellowship  as  fostered  by  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Detailed  and  specific 
objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COM- 
MITTEE. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in  Oc- 
tober, authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called  ses- 
sions of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messengers 
thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall  have  no  power 
over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights.  Nevertheless, 
the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every 
church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a 
period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and  one 
additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  first  50 
members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were  appointed  to 
perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  messengers  and  members  of 
the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches:  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  there  in 
at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request  comes  at  least  30 
days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving 
such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  associ- 
ation except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers 
present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send  a 
letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statistical 
information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associational  office  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  end  ot  the  associational  year.  Any  church,  that  for  a  period  of  12 
months  following  the  associational  meetings,  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information 
to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the  association.  The  association's 
Missions  Committee  shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  ot  this  impending  ac- 
tion. 
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ARTICLE  V  -  ORGANIZATION 


SECTION  I.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School  Direc- 
tor, Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Bapt- 
ist Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Direc- 
tor, and  Baptist  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of 
the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their  organization  at 
the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  Each  will  then 
serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers  for  the  new  year. 
The  association's  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  all  these  officers  for  approval  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  one 
person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations  from  the 
floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study  of 
and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in  the  use  of 
audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  operation  of  all 
visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the  association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  com- 
mittee to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  necessary 
recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present  the  annual  budget 
for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This  committee  shall  get 
into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  budget  by  the  first  Sunday 
in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget  prepara- 
tion and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All  churches  who  participate  on  a 
regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  association  shall  receive  their  minutes  without 
charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1 .50  each. 

SECTION  III.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of  the  an- 
nual program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming  year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution  and  re- 
port any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of  Evangelism.  They 
shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultaneous  ef- 
forts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association  as 
interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee.  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor  from  each  member  church 
in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the  church  treasurer.  Mem- 
bers present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  shall  compose  a 
quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  second  month 
of  each  quarter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  an- 
nual associational  meeting. 
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A        R        O        L         I         N  A 
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SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding  year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  Pro- 
gram of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  discharging 
a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers  of  the 
association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism.  The 
Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five  mem- 
bers will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Missionary 
in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  Gospel  to  all  the 
people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to  promote 
religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing  mission  stations  in  neglected 
areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  this 
committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1 .  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  committee  and, 
through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  of  the  asso- 
ciation to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary,  but 
upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the  candidate  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the  direc- 
tors of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  committee 
before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the  associ- 
ation and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and  advise  the 
group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  application  for 
membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 
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ARTICLE  VII 


SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of  the 
associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's  Homes, 
Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep  informed  as 
to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to  assist  in  securing  such 
needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of  other  needs  as  may 
arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustee:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite  period 
and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold  title  for  the 
association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be 
acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make 
recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  messengers 
present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

ARTICLE  III     CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messen- 
gers present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended  change  shall  be 
presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  preside 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive  Promotional  Meetings. 
His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become 
Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice-Moderator  at 
the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by  the 
Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all  sessions  of  the  an- 
nual associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of  the 
Clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  Clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disburse  all 
funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association,  or  at  the  direction 
of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his 
successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and  present  a 
history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a  continu- 
ing record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding  Historian. 
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SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  Auditor  who  shall  be  elected 
at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He  shall  have 
the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his  findings  to  the 
association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  VIII.  Superintendent  of  Missions: 

PART  1 .  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duties  will  be  that  of  promoting 
and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with  the  pastors  of  the 
churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties  as  the  Missions  Commit- 
tee shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the  annual  book  of  reports  and 
to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for  such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual 
Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  indefinite 
period  ot  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  30  day  notice,  or  upon 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  favoring.  This 
would  be  done  with  a  30  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive  Promo- 
tional Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of  the  Missions 
Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is  entitled  to 
the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The  Superintendent  of 
Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1-week  revivals  and  assist  in  two  weeks  of  church 
and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He  will  be  available  for  as 
many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically  possible.  The  services  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of 
the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  with  suitable  honorariums.  The  Superintendent  of 
Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount 
to  be  determined  by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Superintendent  shall  comply  with 
the  policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's 
Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work 
as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above  stipula- 
tions. 

AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

In  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  par- 
ticipating in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of 
charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does  not 
support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  Association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the 
rate  of  $1 .50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio:  100 
or  less  -  10  copies,  150  or  less  -  15  copies,  More  than  150  -20  copies. 
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PART  6.  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  in  to  four  groups.  At  the  present  time 
each  group  shall  contsist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later  date  other  churches  should  join 
the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 

Group  1  -  Cooper's  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Byars,  Faith  Temple. 

Group  2  -  Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  Beulah. 

Group  3  -  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  Peniel. 

Group  4  -  Pacolet,  Columbus,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  Warrior  Mountain. 

Each  group  of  churches  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.

MEETINGS  FOR  1979 


SPECIAL  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING  -  JANUARY  7,  1979 

1 .  Held  at  Faith  Baptist  Church  at  2:30  P.M. 

2.  Purpose  of  the  meeting  -  The  interest  on  the  camp  land  for  the  Association  was 
overdue  -  two  months. 

3.  A  proposal  was  made  by  Mr.  Jack  Jolley,  Chairman  of  the  Trustees,  that  the  Asso- 
ciation borrow  from  the  General  Funds.  The  amount  needed  to  catch  up  with  the 
payment  was  $4,729.83 

4.  The  authority  was  given  to  the  Trustees  to  have  the  land  appraised  and  bring  the 
appraisal  before  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  After  discussion  the  motion  was  made  to  approve  Mr.  Jolley's  proposal.  This 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

REGULAR  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING  -  FEBRUARY  4,  1979 

1.  The  regular  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  held  at  Midway  at  2:30  P.M. 

2.  There  were  25  people  present  with  1 1  churches  represented.

I  am  happy 
thai  some  good  has  been  accomplished,  but  there  is  so  much  more  that  could  have 
been  done  for  Our  Lord.  My  wife  and  I  have  been  in  all  of  the  churches  on  many  oc- 
casions ,in<!  hopefully  we  have  made  some  contributions  to  the  ongoing  work  of  Bold 
M  issions. 
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As  an  Association  we  have  accepted  the  Bold  Missions  Thrust  as  our  program,  but 
have  we  caught  the  vision  of  what  it  is  all  about?

Church  Music  Report 
For  Polk  Baptist  Association 
1979 

The  challenges  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust  have  caught  the  attention  of  our 
denominational  leadership  and  the  leadership  of  our  churches.  The  music  ministry  can 
be  a  part  of  this  Bold  Mission  Thrust  by  being  involved  in  vital  congregational  experi- 
ences, by  strengthening  the  music  leadership,  and  by  becoming  more  aware  of,  and 
more  involved  in,  music  missions. 

In  the  Word  of  God  we  find  many  references  to  music,  whether  it  be  singing  or  the 
playing  of  instruments;  note  these  blessed  words  from  Psalm  81:1-3: 

1 .  "Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  strength:  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  God  of  Jacob." 

2.  "Take  a  psalm,  and  bring  hither  the  timbrel,  the  pleasant  harp  with  the  psaltery." 

3.  "Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new  moon,  in  the  time  appointed,  on  our  solemn 
feast  day." 

We  are  commanded  to  "Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord."  It  does  not  say  if  you 
have  a  trained  voice  to  sing;  it  says  make  a  joyful  noise,  and  if  that  joyful  noise  is  made 
to  bring  honor  and  glory  to  the  Lord,  and  we  are  meeting  the  requirements  set  forth. 

Church  Music's  theme  for  1979-80  is  "DEDICATED  LEADERSHIP,"  and  the 
theme  song  for  the  year  is  "We  Are  Called  to  Be  God's  People."  (New  Baptist  Hymnal, 
No.  405.)  The  music  theme  of  Dedicated  Leadership  focuses  attention  on  providing 
meaningful  worship  experiences  and  committed  leaders  for  the  Music  Ministry. 

Encounters  with  God  through  Jesus  Christ  under  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
the  essence  of  meaningful  worship.  Christians  need  the  nurture  that  comes  from  wor- 
ship experiences  with  fellow  believers.  Music  has  a  vital  role  in  the  church's  worship  as 
the  congregation  gathers  to  praise  God  and  share  testimonies  of  God's  grace. 

There  is  a  need  for  committed  leaders:  leaders  who  have  a  sense  of  deep  responsi- 
bility, who  are  loyal  to  their  church,  and  who  are  willing  to  gladly  go  the  second  and 
third  mile  in  their  leadership  roles.  By  their  example  they  inspire  and  motivate  others. 

Let  me  share  with  you  the  four  basic  goals  of  our  Associational  Music  Ministry  in  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association: 

1.  To  encourage  the  churches  in  our  Association  to  share  leadership,  music  groups 
and  musical  resources  with  other  chruchcs  for  the  benefit  of  all  churches  in  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association; 

2.  To  strengthen  music  in  the  congregational  services  in  all  the  churches  in  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association; 

3.  To  provide  leadership  training  for  all  music  leaders  and  interested  members  for 
the  purpose  of  strengthening  the  total  ministry  in  the  local  church;  and 

4.  To  seek  to  meet  the  musical  needs  of  ALL  the  churches  in  the  Polk  Baptist  Associ- 
ation. 
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If  there  is  any  way  that  I.  as  your  Associational  Music  Director,  can  help  you  in  your 
church  music  program,  please  feel  free  to  call  upon  me. 

The  instruction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  Colossians  3:16  gives  clear  direction  for  the 
Music  Ministry  of  the  c  lun  ches  of  our  Association:  "Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you 
richly  in  all  wisdom;  leaching  and  admonishing  one  another  in  psalms  and  hymns  and 
spiritual  songs,  singing  wiih  grace  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord."

Brotherhood  Commission  Report  for  1979 

Missions  efforts  of  Southern  Baptists  through  the  Brotherhood  Commission  were 
marked  last  year  by  success  and  tragedy. 

Responding  to  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  concern  of  Southern  Baptists,  the  agency  led 
in  preparing  325  Brotherhood  training  specialists  to  help  state  and  associational 
leaders  start  new  Brotherhood  units  and  orient  church  leaders  in  involving  men  and 
boys  in  missions. 

Brotherhood  materials  were  prepared  in  Spanish,  Korean,  and  Chinese  and  leaders 
were  trained  to  interpret  Brotherhood  work  in  these  Southern  Baptist  language 
churches. 

Advance  also  was  recorded  in  disaster  relief,  in  lay  i°newal,  and  in  World  Missions 
Conferences. 

On  the  national  scene,  the  Commission  arranged  for  President  Jimmy  Carter,  a 
Southern  Baptist  layman,  to  challenge  8,000  at  a  Bold  Mission  Rally  in  Atlanta. 

During  the  summer  at  Glorietta  (N.M.)  Baptist  Conference  Center  the  Commission 
joined  with  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  offer  a  BOLD  MISSION  Leadership  Con- 
ference which  attracted  2,047  Southern  Baptists. 

While  preparing  to  plan  Brotherhood  advances  in  the  1980's,  Glendon  McCullough, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Commission,  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident. 

Trustees  asked  a  staff  cabinet,  organized  earlier  by  the  Executive  Director  to  operate 
the  agency  until  they  elect  a  new  chief  administrative  officer.  Making  up  the  cabinet 
are  four  section  directors:  Bob  Banks,  Program;  Norman  Godfrey,  Ministries;  Lynette 
Oliver,  Business;  and  Roy  Jennings,  Communications.  Godfrey  serves  as  Convener. :. 

During  the  next  fiscal  year  the  Commission  plans  to  train  850  training  specialists  at 
14  regional  training  institutes  to  interpret  Brotherhood  program  improvements 
scheduled  to  reach  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  September,  1979. 

Other  plans  include  10  statewide  mission  prayer  retreats  for  Baptist  men,  Coopera- 
tive Program  prayer  breakfasts  in  4uu  Baptist  Associations,  involvement  of  500 
churches  in  the  Bold  New  Laity  program,  and  the  staging  of  a  three  day  National 
Royal  Ambassador  Congress  for  4,000  Baptist  Youth,  age  12-17. 

I  would  like  to  see  more  Brotherhoods  organized  in  Polk  Association,  ivlen,  if  you 
could  realize  the  blessings  received  from  these  wonderful  fellowship  meetings  and  the 
joy  of  helping  others,  I  think  you  would  like  to  have  a  part  in  this  great  work.  It  is 
CHALLENGING  but  how  REWARDING!  Faith  Brotherhood  painted  the  Youth 
Shelter  Home  in  Forest  City,  N.C.  There  were  three  representatives  from  Polk  at  the 
workshop  in  Asheville.  Brothers,  let's  MOVE  OUT  in  1980  for  a  GREAT  year  in 
Brotherhood.

Christian  Higher  Education  Report  1979 

When  North  Carolina  Baptists  call  the  college-university  roll,  there  are  seven 
reasons  to  be  grateful  and  proud:  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill, 
Meredith,  Wake  Forest,  and  Wingate.  These  are  seven  of  53  colleges  and  universities 
supported  and  nurtured  by  state  conventions  within  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
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According  to  the  latest  figures  printed  by  the  Education  Commission,  SBC,  of  the 
134,000  students  attending  the  53  Baptist  Colleges  in  the  Convention,  almost  20,000 
are  enrolled  in  our  North  Carolina  schools.  Thus  15%  of  all  Baptist  college  enroll 
ments  are  located  in  this  state. 

The  1978-79  year  witnessed  change  and  progress.  Enrollments  were  stable;  budgets 
were  balanced;  Wingate  College  made  history  by  graduating  the  first  senior  class; 
Campbell,  once  known  as  a  senior  college,  announced  a.  name  change  to  Campbell 
University;  the  Campbell  Law  School  graduated  its  first  class;  and  churches  all  across 
the  state  answered  the  Council's  request  for  names  and  addresses  of  prospective  college 
students.  In  the  main,  it  was  a  very  good  year  for  Baptist  colleges. 

All  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  now  aware  of  the  current  discussions  between  Wake 
Forest  and  the  Council  Committee  to  study  the  Wake  Forest  University  Proposal.  Many 
hours  of  study  and  work  have  been  given  by  that  committee,  and  this  work  will  con- 
tinue at  least  until  the  Convention  meets  in  Winston-Salem  on  November  11-14,  1979. 
The  Council  will  make  its  recommendation  to  the  General  Board,  and  the  General 
Board  will  report  and  recommend  to  the  Convention. 

The  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  joins  in  encouraging  the  churches  to 
elect  responsible  and  informed  messengers  to  the  Convention.  Decisions  made  con- 
cerning the  continuation  of  the  Wake  Forest-Convention  relationship  will  affect  the 
life  and  work  of  the  Convention  and  Wake  Forest  for  many  years  to  come. 

We  thank  you  tor  supporting  the  colleges.  We  call  upon  the  churches  to  pray  for  all 
of  our  Baptist  work,  including  the  colleges.  We  look  toward  the  crucial  decisions  in  the 
fall  with  confidence  in  North  Carolina  Baptists,  who  have  been  supporting  Christian 
higher  education  for  almost  150  years. 

Baptist  Student  Union  Report  1979 

Baptists  in  the  Polk  Association  have  been  blessed  by  the  fruitful  efforts  of  the  Bapt- 
ist Student  Union.  In  November  we  are  given  the  opportunity  to  have  Ministerial  Day, 
resulting  in  ministerial  students  filling  pulpits  across  Polk  County.  The  Cooper's  Gap 
Baptist  Church  received  manifold  blessing  through  the  Baptist  Youth  Corps  this  sum- 
mer as  they  enjoyed  10  most  rewarding  weeks  with  their  youth  worker  this  summer.

"Moreover  it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a  man  be  found  faithful.  "  I  Corinthians  4:2 
Since  January  1,  1979,  the  Foundation  staff  with  the  assistance  from  Rev.  James  B. 
McQuere,  retired  Director  of  Missions  of  the  South  Fork  Baptist  Association,  an  inten- 
sive effort  has  been  made  through  conferences  over  the  state  to  familiarize  as  many 
pastors  as  possible  of  the  helpful  services  provided  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
through  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention.  The  Foundation  is  available  to  assist 
individual  Baptists  with  their  estate  planning,  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  estate.  Many 
of  the  most  significant  and  meaningful  gifts  to  support  the  Christian  ministries  through 
the  denomination  have  been  directed  through  the  Foundation  as  trustee.  These  serv- 
ices are  available  from  the  trained  staff  and  their  professional  support  (accounting  and 
legal  services)  employed  for  this  purpose  without  cost  to  individual  participants.  Where 
an  individual  desires  to  be  a  part  of  sharing  the  gospel  beyond  his  or  her  lifetime,  the 
establishment  of  a  trust  with  the  Foundation  provides  a  tangible  participation  in  such 
activities. 

The  Foundation  has  been  actively  engaged  in  assisting  individuals  in  not  only  having 
their  Wills  redrafted,  but  also  in  the  preparation  and  establishment  of  annuity  trusts. 
Through  such  a  trust,  an  individual  or  couple  can  place  in  trust  assets  (such  as  proper- 
ty, cash  or  securities)  and  receive  income  for  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  After  death, 
the  income  from  the  trust  will  be  paid  to  the  donor's  choicc(s)  of  Baptist  missions  work 
and/or  institution.  This  method  of  giving  provides  the  satisfying  knowledge  of  being  a 
faithful  steward  in  utilizing  resources  more  completely  for  the  Lord's  ministries,  as  well 
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as  taking  advantage  of  the  laws  of  our  land  in  reducing  taxation  on  resources  -  both  in- 
come and  estates.

Home  Mission  Report  for  1979 

The  total  gifts  to  the  Home  Missions  Board,  including  the  Annie  Armstrong  Easter 
Offering,  were  $25,299,805  -  17'/2%  increase  over  1977.  Personnel  includes  275  em- 
ployees at  the  HMB  office,  2,830  missionary  force,  with  159  persons  appointed  in  1978. 
about  145  mission  pastors  received  financial  assistance.  Special  Mission  Ministries  in- 
cluded 21.600  volunteers  participating  in  Home  Mission  work.  Many  were  young 
people  volunteering  for  one  or  two  weeks  as  part  of  a  Mission  Youth  group.  Almost  500 
adults  volunteered  through  short-term  Christian  Service  Corps,  working  in  church  ex- 
tension, language  missions  and  interfaith  witness,  13  college  professors  worked  directly 
in  Missions,  1,400  college  students  volunteered  for  10  weeks  and  550  college  students 
spent  spring  holidays  or  other  short  vacations  serving  in  missions.  We  have  15  full  time 
missionaries  and  22  US-2ers  supervised  by  the  Special  Ministries  program. 
Ministries  program. 

Polk  Association  had  a  part  in  this  work.  We  are  proud  to  have  a  young  man  from 
our  Association  serving  in  Pioneer  Missions  in  Ohio.  Phillip  McCall  left  for  this  work  in 
the  summer.  We  covet  your  prayers  for  him. 

We  had  a  part  in  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering,  too.  Let's  have  a  larger  part  in 
1980  as  we  help  meet  the  goal  of  $15,500,000.

Foreign  Missions  Report  for  1979 

The  purpose  remains  "that  repentance  and  remission  of  sin  should  be  preached  in 
His  name  among  all  nations  (Luke  25:47).  Once  again  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 
Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  reached  new  height  in  total  board  appoin- 
tments. In  all  categories  appointments  totalled  350,  a  25  per  cent  increase  over  1977. 
The  181  new  career  missionaries  exceeded  career  appointments  for  the  highest 
previous  year  (1963)  by  five  per  cent.  Appointed  were  36  missionary  associates,  95 
journeymen,  and  eight  special  project  medical  workers.  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
Missions  had  a  net  missionary  personnel  gain  of  130  in  1978.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
missionary  staff  totalled  2,906.  Included  were  224  missionary  associates,  183  jour- 
neymen, and  12  special  projects  medical  workers. 

In  addition  to  missionaries  sent  out  under  full  Foreign  Mission  Board  responsibility, 
the  board  arranged  for  2,866  persons  to  participate  in  volunteer  involvement  projects 
overseas.  All  these  are  in  line  with  the  objective  of  the  Bold  Missions  Thrust  calling  for 
increase  in  lay  involvement. 

1  978  Southern  Baptists  Contributions  for  foreign  missions  totalled  $64,995,01  7.  Ap- 
proximately 50  per  cent  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Cooperative  Program 
funds  is  made  available  annually  for  foreign  missions.  Still  urgently  needed  on  overseas 
fields  are  land,  buildings  and  equipment  amounting  to  several  million  dollars  worth. 
As  an  overall  missionary  personnel  picture  begins  to  express  new  boldness,  the  finan- 
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cing  for  world  missions  must  also  show  a  Bold  new  thrust.  We  as  Southern  Baptists 
have  a  responsibility  to  continue  to  provide  these  funds  so  everyone  will  have  the  op- 
portunity to  hear  the  gospel  of  Jesus. 

We  have  a  privilege  to  help  in  promoting  the  "Good  News"  to  ALL  the  world.  Last 
year  we  had  a  small  part  in  this  goal.  Our  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  was  $8,841 . 
This  year  let's  set  a  goal  of  $10,000.  We  should  go  over  this  goal.  The  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  goal  has  been  set  at  $40,500,000.  Let's  help  reach  this  goal!

History  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church 

The  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church  was  organized  July  13,  1906.  The  31  charter 

members  were:

The  first  church  building  was  built  of  wood.  Preaching  service  was  held  one  Sunday 
each  month  and  Sunday  School  every  Sunday. 

In  July  of  1933  the  church  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire,  and  a  brush  arbor  was 
used  for  services  until  a  brick  structure  was  completed  in  1934. 

In  1963  a  parsonage  was  built  on  land  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.C.  Stott.  An 
educational  building  and  a  baptistry  were  added  to  the  church  building  in  1973.  Car- 
pet was  installed  in  the  educational  building  this  year. 

Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church  now  has  a  membership  of  268,  and  worship  services 
are  held  every  Sunday  morning  and  night.  There  are  180  enrolled  in  Sunday  School 
and  84  enrolled  in  Church  Training  The  church  has  mid-week  prayer  service  and  all 
W.M.U.  age  level  groups. 

The  church  has  recently  called  Rev.  Bill  I  lodge  as  pastor. 
In  the  73  year  history  of  the  church  there  have  been  1 3  pastors:

What  a  challenge  this  gives  to  each  of  us!  What  words  will  Our  Master  say  to  us? 

We  are  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  knowing  and  loving  Bill  Hodge.  This  Book 
of  Reports  is  dedicated  to  his  memory  and  his  example  set  before  us  of  a  dedicated 
Christian  life  that  will  live  on  in  many  lives  for  years  to  come. 
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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

October  23,  1980  -  Columbus  Baptist  Church

Jr.,  representing  the  Annuity  Program  asked  all  churches  partici- 
pating in  the  program  to  upgrade  their  program  to  10%. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  report  was  given  next  and  Mr.  Calvin  Knight  spoke  in 
behalf  of  the  hospital.  He  challenged  our  hearts  with  his  message  concerning  the 
work  at  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Pate,  Jr.  requested  that  the  consitutional  change  listed  on  page  10  of 
the  Book  of  Reports  be  made.  Motion  made  with  a  second  that  these  changes  be 
made  by  three-fourths  majority  vote.  Voted  by  ayes. 

Mr.  Hugh  Starnes,  representing  the  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging,  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  home  for  the  aging. 

Motion  was  given  for  the  adoption  of  reports  by  Rev.  W.  C.  Pate,  Sr.  Seconded. 

A  new  church,  Pleasant  Grove,  was  welcomed  into  our  fellowship. 

Our  congregational  hymn,  "To  God  Be  The  Glory"  was  led  by  Mrs.  Pate  after 
which  we  enjoyed  a  special  song  by  Mrs.  Pate. 

Rev.  Marshall  Simpson  led  us  in  our  Dedication  of  the  Book  of  Reports  to  Rev. 
Bill  Hodge,  faithful  servant  of  God.  Following  the  dedication  Rev.  Lee  Gregory  led 
in  prayer. 

Our  Annual  Sermon  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  He  based  his  thoughts 
on  the  subject  of  "Leftovers."  He  used  the  text  Nehemiah  10:35-39. 
Here  are  some  challenging  truths  from  this  message: 
We  give  God  the  leftovers  of: 

1 .  Our  life  -  We  should  be  consecrated,  responsible. 

2.  Our  time  -  We  have  time  for  everything  else. 
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3.  Our  talents  —  Use  them  wisely,  be  faithful. 

4.  Our  tithes  —  Do  we  rob  God? 

5.  Our  churches  —  Do  we  attend  regularly  and  assume  our  part? 

We  enjoyed  a  fifteen  minute  break  with  delightful  refreshments  served  by  the 
host  church.

The  Finance  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley,  and  this  was  followed  by  the 
Committee  on  Committees  Report  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw. 

The  Nominating  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Lee  Gregory. 

Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge  gave  the  Historian  Report. 

Mrs.  Charlene  Pate  led  in  a  hymn,  "Standing  on  the  Promises." 

The  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  Report  was  given  by  Mr.  Joe  Owensby. 

Rev.  Houston  Moses  gave  the  Evangelism  Report. 

The  Associational  Missions  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  He  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation  for  the  fine  work  that  is  being  done  by  our  Director  of 
Missions.  He  encouraged  us  to  strive  to  be  more  grateful  to  them  and  show  our 
appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Since  its  founding  164  years  ago,  the  American  Bible  Society  has  offered  the 
peoples  of  the  world  more  than  3  billion  opportunities  to  read  at  least  some 
portions  of  God's  Word.  Starting  out  with  a  distribution  of  6,410  Bibles  in  1816, 
the  ABS  has  through  the  years  steadily  increased  its  ministry  of  sharing  the  Scrip- 
tures to  reach  its  current  annual  distribution  rate  of  more  than  250  million  Bibles, 
New  Testaments,  Portions  and  Selections. 
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In  many  overseas  areas  there  were  extremely  encouraging  increases  in  the  num- 
ber of  people  reached  with  God's  Word.  More  than  one  million  Scriptures  reached 
the  people  of  Uganda  during  the  year  (an  increase  of  90%).  Four  areas  of  Asia  more 
than  doubled  their  distribution  of  Scriptures  in  1979.  The  newly  published 
complete  Bible  in  the  Spanish  "Version  Popular"  ("Dios  Hable  Hoy")  helped  to 
achieve  a  10%  increase  in  Bible  distribution  in  Latin  America.  Twenty-seven  langu- 
agues  were  added  in  1979  to  the  list  of  languages  and  dialects  in  which  at  least  one 
book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published.  The  number  of  languages  in  which  at  least 
one  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  as  of  December  1979  was  1 ,685. 

The  tremendous  advances  achieved  for  the  Bible  cause  during  1979  were  made 
possible  because  of  gifts  received  from  organizations  such  as  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  In  1979  SBC  gave  $286,200.  This  is  only  $0,022  per  capita.  So  much 
more  needs  to  be  done  if  Southern  Baptists  would  just  increase  the  giving  to  $0.04 
annually. 

The  ABS  asks  that  Bold  Mission  Thrust  be  just  as  bold  in  Scripture  distribution 
as  in  other  areas  of  mission  work.  Only  then  can  we  be  certain  of  having  the  Scrip- 
tures available  that  the  Southern  Baptists  need  around  the  world.

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BROTHERHOOD  REPORT  FOR  1980 


On  August  1st  the  Brotherhood  Commission  added  two  associate  directors  to 
the  Baptist  Men's  Division.  Added  to  the  Baptist  Men's  Division  were  Larry  Yoder, 
36,  of  Richmond,  Virginia  and  Frank  Black  of  the  commission  staff.  Mr.  Yoder  will 
specialize  in  curriculum  and  training,  and  Mr.  Black  will  major  on  men's  ministry 
projects.  Mr.  Yoder  was  associate  secretary  of  the  Baptist  Men's  Department  for 
Virginia  Baptists.  Mr.  Black  was  a  twenty-five  year  employee  of  the  Brotherhood 
Commission  and  he  directed  the  Crusader  Department  of  the  Royal  Ambassador 
Division. 

Mr.  David  P.  Haney,  Director  of  the  Baptist  Men's  Division,  called  the  creation 
of  the  two  new  staff  positions  the  initial  step  in  preparation  for  a  major  new  thrust 
in  lay  involvement. 

The  goal  of  one  million  men  in  missions  during  the  1980's  is  an  integral  part  of 
these  staff  additions  and  of  a  new  approach  in  curriculum  and  training. 

November  8th  two  thousand  Baptist  lay  people  are  expected  to  arrive  early  in 
Greensboro  for  a  pre-session  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  pre-session  meet- 
ing at  First  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro,  labeled  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men's 
Convention  will  begin  at  noon  on  Saturday,  November  8th,  with  a  barbeque 
luncheon.  The  luncheon  will  be  a  reunion  for  laymen  who  have  been  on  short-term 
(one  or  two  weeks)  missions  projects  to  various  parts  of  the  nation  and  world.  Lay 
missions  activities  will  be  featured  in  all  four  sessions  of  the  Men's  Convention. 
Sunday  afternoon  there  will  be  a  message  from  Vance  Havner,  and  Sunday  night 
the  350  voice  choir  from  Brushy  Mountain  Association  will  sing.  The  closing 
message  will  be  given  from  a  member  of  the  Billy  Graham  Team,  Dr.  Grady  Wilson. 

I  wish  that  it  were  possible  for  men  from  all  of  Polk  Association  to  attend  this 
Brotherhood  Meeting  in  Greensboro.  You  would  be  challenged  and  inspired  by  hear- 
ing all  of  the  great  things  the  laymen  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  doing. 
I  am  so  pleased  to  report  that  we  are  having  more  interest  shown  in  Brotherhood. 
At  present  we  have  nine  Brotherhood  Organizations.  Two  new  ones  have  been 
started.  It  is  my  prayer  that  the  men  will  want  to  become  involved  in  our  Bold 
Mission  Thrust.  One  group  has  been  thinking  about  some  construction  work  in 
West  Virginia.  This  is  exciting!  I  hope  they  will  follow  through. 

Men,  let  us  wake  up!  Let  us  join  in  this  great  missionary  task  that  challenges 
Southern  Baptists!  We  can  help  reach  the  goals  if  we  will  all  work  together.

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THE  ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1980 


WhMe  serving  Southern  Baptist  Churches  and  agencies  in  1979,  the  Annuity 
Board  marked  a  period  of  "achievement,  ministry  and  growth  in  practically  every 
phase  of  its  work,"  according  to  Dr.  Darold  H.  Morgan,  president. 

Here  are  some  key  statistical  highlights  for  1979: 

1.  The  13th  check  amounting  to  10  per  cent  of  a  year's  benefit  was  mailed  to 
most  annuitants  in  December  1979. 

2.  A  total  of  $  1 9, 1 3 1 ,539  in  retirement  benefits  was  paid. 

3.  Insurance  benefits  through  the  Board's  church,  agency  and  seminary  pro- 
grams amounted  to  $13,067,338. 

4.  Total  assets  held  in  trust  at  the  close  of  the  year  equaled  $667,521,987.  This 
figure  represented  a  growth  of  $97,787,516  over  1978's  total. 

5.  Premium  income  totaled  $69,548,849,  including  contributions  and  relief 
receipts.  A  total  of  $35,348,300  was  designated  for  the  Fixed  Fund  Investment 
Plan,  $2,332,869  was  earmarked  for  the  Balanced  Fund  and  $12,121,729  went  into 
Plan  A.  Insurance  premiums  totaled  $14,291,178. 

6.  At  the  close  of  1979,  the  Board  counted  22,879  church  and  agency  member 
accounts  in  Plan  A;  43,927  in  the  Fixed  Fund  Investment  Plan;  4,934  in  the 
Balanced  Fund,  and  3,941  in  the  Variable  Fund. 

In  North  Carolina  as  of  March  31,1980,  3,046  staff  members  of  2,316  churches 
and  associations  are  participating  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program. 
Through  March  31,  1980,  we  had  processed  the  following: 

77-Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program  applications;  14-applications  for  age 
retirement  benefits;  3-applications  for  disability  benefits;  6-widows  claims. 
In  Polk  Association  1 1  churches  and  1 1  staff  members  are  participating  in  our 
retirement  program.  Of  this  number  6  are  still  participating  on  the  minimum  of 
$33.34  per  month.  There  is  a  great  need  to  upgrade  this  to  10%  of  total  salary  for 
staff  members. 

I  would  like  to  see  all  of  our  churches  participating  in  this  program  and  showing 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  your  pastor  and  his  family.

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THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC.  REPORT 


This  is  the  60th  birthday  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation. 

Chartered  in  1920,  it  was  born  out  of  a  need  to  provide  a  channel  for  gifts  and 
bequests  which  would  be  held  in  trust.  Thus  Baptist  people  were  enabled  to  have  a 
continuing  part  in  support  of  every  mission  effort,  every  ministry  of  Baptists, 
even  after  their  own  deaths.  Through  these  sixty  years,  your  Baptist  Foundation 
has  received,  administered,  and  distributed  gifts  to  Baptist  colleges,  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  foreign  and  home  missions,  state  missions,  Baptist 
Hospital,  churches,  associations,  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Foundation  receives 
no  money  for  its  own  use  -  it  only  serves  as  trustee  for  all  these  Baptist  causes. 

Born  of  a  bold  idea,  it  fulfills  its  mission  today  giving  each  Baptist  the  oppor- 
tunity to  be  part  of  Bold  Missions  now  -  and  forever! 

The  Foundation  accepts  gifts  for  Baptist  causes  in  a  variety  of  ways.  The  most 
frequently  used  method  is  a  testamentary  gift.  This  is  simply  a  transfer  of  assets 
through  a  Will.  During  the  past  year,  the  Foundation  Staff  has  attempted  through 
Pastors'  Conferences,  senior  citzens  groups.  Baptist  Women  and  Baptist  Men  groups 
and  through  personal  conferences  with  individuals  to  enable  the  people  to 
extend  their  stewardship  beyond  life  through  the  use  of  a  Will.  A  touching  and 
dramatic  film,  "A  Better  Way"  depicting  the  necessity  for  every  adult  to  have  a 
Will  has  been  made  available  by  the  Foundation  for  distribution  to  any  church  or 
group  requesting  it  from  the  Film  Library  Department  of  tthe  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

A  second  way  the  Foundation  receives  gifts  to  support  Baptist  causes  is  through 
charitable  trusts.  Trusts  have  been  established  through  Wills,  through  purchase  of 
gift  annuities  and  through  establishment  of  annuity  trusts. 

The  Foundation  has  received  Memorial  gifts  to  deceased  loved  ones.  A  fund  to 
assist  Fruitland  Bible  Institute  has  been  created.  Gifts  of  real  estate  for  the  support 
of  Southeastern  Seminary,  local  churches  and  foreign  missions  have  been  received. 
One  annuity  trust  was  established  with  the  income,  after  the  death  of  the  annui- 
tants, to  be  used  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  its  effort  to  assist  in  the  fight 
against  world  hunger. 

During  the  past  year,  through  the  many  ways  it  is  able  to  accept  gifts,  new 
trusts  have  been  established  with  combined  assets  of  $650,000.  Additions  to 
existing  trusts,  providing  for  scholarships,  mission  offerings,  memorials  and  many 
other  causes,  were  more  than  $370,000.  The  audit  of  Foundation  records  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1979  revealed  total  increase  of  assets  for  the  year  was 
$1,018,681.00  with  total  assets  of  the  Foundation  being  $5,1 15,000.

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated,  is  an  Institution 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  provides  a  Christian  ministry  of  child  care  and 
family  services.  During  the  past  three  years,  members  of  the  administrative  staff  of 
the  Homes  completed  an  indepth  evaluation  of  the  Institution's  total  program  of 
services.  We  share  "The  advancement  of  this  mission  and  ministry  requires  (1)  wise 
and  resourceful  leadership,  (2)  a  well  trained  and  highly  skilled  staff  who  really 
care  for  children,  (3)  a  carefully  planned  program  of  child  care  and  family  services, 
(4)  appropriate  physical  facilities,  (5)  adequate  funds  and  sound  fiscal  policy,  and 
(6)  the  confidence  and  support  of  an  informed  and  devoted  constituency." 

At  this  time  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated,  is  in 
a  position  of  strength.  This  strength  comes  ultimately  from  God  and  is  discoverable 
in  the  commitment,  the  competence,  and  the  faithful  work  of  His  people  engaged 
in  this  ministry. 

This  is  not  a  time  for  complacency  in  child  care  and  family  services  in  North 
Carolina.  It  is  a  time  for  rigorous  study,  reflective  planning,  earnest  prayer,  and 
courageous  action. 

Progress  is  being  made  in  implementing  recommendations  from  the  Trustee 
Evaluation  more  adequately  to  make  all  services  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
of  North  Carolina  readily  available  to  people  who  need  our  help  anywhere  in  the 
state.  Nine  Family  Services  areas  are  being  designated  as  follows:  Asheville,  Char- 
lotte, Thomasville,  Kinston,  Pembroke,  Raleigh,  Hickory,  Jacksonville,  and  Ahoskie. 

The  lives  of  more  than  forty-five  hundred  people  were  affected  in  a  significant 
way  by  the  services  of  the  Children's  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Fifteen  hundred 
of  these  were  children  for  whom  you  helped  to  provide  care  and  related  services. 
While  serving  children  and  young  people,  work  was  being  done  with  important 
adults  in  their  lives. 

Necessary  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  mission  of  the  Children's  Homes  are  people 
resources,  financial  resources  and  spiritual  resources.  We  are  blessed  with  all  of 
these.  You,  along  with  many  other  friends,  assure  us  of  your  continuing  concern  for 
the  well-being  of  neglected  and  dependent  children  through  your  prayers,  through 
your  giving  and  through  various  types  of  involvement.  Members  of  our  Board  of 
Trustees  and  members  of  our  staff,  with  your  assistance,  are  dedicated  to  a  con- 
tinuing Christian  ministry  to  children  and  members  of  their  families.

Only 
about  one-third  of  the  hospitals  in  the  nation  receive  the  full  two-year  accreditation. 

Our  hospital  is  constantly  upgrading  its  staff,  facilities, and  equipment.  In  recent 
months,  a  carbon  dioxide  surgical  laser  has  been  added.  The  laser  emits  an  invisible 
beam  of  light  which  vaporizes  tissues,  cutting  and  coagulating  at  the  same  time.  It  is 
used  now  for  delicate  surgery  of  the  larynx,  upper  respiratory  tract,  and  lungs.  It 
has  potential,  also,  for  surgery  of  other  internal  organs. 

New  ultrasound  equipment  provides  improved  accuracy  in  determining  location 
and  degree  of  blocked  arteries.  The  department  of  denistry  is  being  expanded  to 
meet  an  increasing  need  for  specialty  dental  services.  An  occupational  therapist  has 
been  added  to  the  staff  to  help  patients  recover  functional  skills  lost  through  acci- 
dent or  disease.  A  new  instrument  has  beer!  acquired  for  testing  infants  with  sus- 
pected hearing  loss. 

The  financial  counseling  section  is  now  better  prepared  to  assist  those  who  need 
its  service.  Through  a  special  arrangement  with  Forsyth  County  Social  Services  De- 
partment, social  workers  and  a  counselor  for  the  State's  Crippled  Children's  Pro- 
gram are  now  stationed  in  the  hospital  and  are  immediately  available  to  patients. 

The  staff  and  trustees  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  keep  operating  costs  as 
low  as  possible.  In  this  connection,  our  hospital  recently  became  a  charter  member 
of  the  Sun  Alliance,  an  organization  of  22  large  hospitals  in  nine  southeastern 
states.  A  primary  purpose  of  the  alliance  is  to  keep  operating  costs  (and  conse- 
quently, patient  charges)  as  low  as  possible  through  group  purchasing  of  capital 
equipment,  the  development  and  sharing  of  comparative  data  and  management  in- 
formation, and  possible  group  arrangements  with  specialized  consultants. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  provide  a  pastoral  ministry  to 
hospital  parents  and  their  families,  individual  and  group  counseling  in  crisis 
situations,  clinical  pastoral  education  at  several  levels,  and  numerous  events  in 
human  enrichment  and  development.  During  the  past  year,  the  department  has  be- 
gun a  Minister's  Care  Plan,  in  which  the  Baptist  State  Convention  provides  financial 
assistance  for  ministers  and/or  their  families  who  seek  pastoral  counseling  through 
one  of  the  department's  regional  centers.  Also,  the  position  of  Chaplain  to  Medical 
Students  has  been  elevated  to  a  staff/faculty  position. 

Construction  on  the  Focus  Building,  on  the  site  of  the  Old  Main  building  which 
was  torn  down  two  years  ago,  is  almost  complete.  Several  departments  of  the 
Medical  Center  will  be  occupying  this  building  in  the  near  future. 


The  hospital  staff  is  grateful  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  for  continuing 
financial  support.  During  1979,  the  hospital  received  $400,500  through  the  Co- 
operative Program,  and  $357,517  through  the  North  Carolina  Mission  Offering 
and  designated  gifts.

Mrs.  Carbtree,  a  resident  at  Hayes 
Home  who  finds  it  very  painful  to  walk,  came  recently  all  the  way  from  her  room 
to  the  office  of  the  Executive  Director,  Bill  Poole,  to  say,  'Thank  You"  for  all  the 
blessings  of  the  Baptist  Homes  to  her  as  a  resident  and  to  give  a  personal  gift  of 
money  to  the  Homes  from  her  limited  personal  spending  money,  as  an  expression 
of  her  gratitude  to  the  Lord  and  to  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

The  ministry  to  older  persons  through  our  Baptist  Homes  is  the  youngest  of  all 
our  social  service  ministries.  We  have  just  completed  our  29th  year  of  ministry,  and 
are  moving  with  faith  and  with  gratitude  into  our  30th  year  and  into  the  new 
decade  of  the  eighties.  God  has  blessed  us  through  all  of  these  years  in  marvelous 
ways  and  has  given  to  us  the  privilege  of  moving  into  5  areas  of  our  state  with  this 
special  ministry-Resthaven,  the  Hayes  Home,  the  Apartment  Complex,  and  the  Nurs- 
ing Unit  all  in  Winston-Salem,  and  Homes  in  Albemarle,  Hamilton,  Yanceyville,  and 
Asheville!  The  past  year  has  been  filled  with  excitement  and  accomplishment.  A  dream 
was  fulfilled  when  we  moved  into  the  new  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  in 
Asheville  in  March  (1979),  and  have  filled  this  beautiful  new  Home  to  the  brim 
with  49  new  residents  who  are  a  most  welcome  addition  to  our  Baptist  Homes  family. 

Gifts  from  our  Baptist  Churches,  though  encouraging,  have  fallen  behind  pre- 
vious years'  gifts  through  the  two  vital  sources  of  income  for  the  Homes  —  through 
the  Cooperative  Program,  and  through  the  new  North  Carolina  Missions  Offer- 
ring.  Through  these  two  sources  of  support,  we  will  continue  to  supplement  needy 
residents  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care  and  who  are  very  dependent  on 
these  love  gifts  from  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Those  who  are  supplemented  at 
some  time  during  their  residence  in  our  Baptist  Homes  family  are  in  the  majority. 

We  are  excited  over  the  possibility  of  starting  the  construction  of  additional 
nursing  beds  in  Winston-Salem  to  care  for  residents  in  the  new  Western  North 
Carolina  Home  and  the  Apartment  complex,  when  nursing  care  is  needed  for  them. 
Hopefully,  construction  of  these  beds  can  be  underway  within  this  year,  along  with 
the  construction  of  an  urgently  needed  enlargement  and  renovation  of  the  Hayes 
Home,  and  the  building  of  a  new  administration  building. 

Each  of  our  residents  would  have  me  thank  you  as  North  Carolina  Baptists  for 
all  that  you  are,  and  for  all  that  you  do  for  them.

Baptist 
in  their  roots  and  their  affections,  these  schools  are  Baptists'  educational  mission  in 
our  state.  There  are  53  such  colleges,  including  these  seven,  related  to  state  conven- 
tions within  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  highest  priority  of  your  Baptist  colleges  is  to  serve  God  and  man  through 
Christian  higher  education.

They  operate  out  of  the  conviction  that  God's 
Holy  Spirit  leads  persons  in  the  discovery  of  truth,  that  through  the  Bible  God  has 
given  us  sufficient  guide  for  faith  and  practice,  and  that  man  in  a  sinner  by  nature 
who  cannot  save  himself  or  redeem  the  world  in  which  he  lives. 

Baptist  young  people  are  sought  and  welcomed  by  Baptist  colleges.  We  call  upon 
the  churches,  through  pastors  and  other  leaders,  to  encourage  Baptist  youth  to 
apply  for  admission  to  Baptist  colleges.  When  they  do,  a  creative  blending  of 
Christian  education,  financial  assistance  and  spiritual  guidance  will  help  to  shape 
them  as  tomorrow's  leaders  in  the  church,  community,  state  and  nation. 

We  thank  you  for  your  support  of  the  colleges.  We  request  your  earnest  prayers 
for  each  of  them.

Since  its  passage,  the  Christian  Action  League  has  been  involved  in  court 
battles  -  first  in  the  state  courts  and  more  recently  in  federal  court.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

1980 


Faced  with  the  same  inflationary  pressures  that  every  family  has  these  days,  the 
Recorder  has  managed  to  get  through  another  year  without  an  increase  in  subscrip- 
tion rates.  A  church  can  still  send  the  Recorder  to  resident  families  for  only  7  cents 
a  week  per  family,  less  than  half  the  cost  of  a  first  class  stamp  and  the  best  bargain 
in  Christian  literature  to  be  found  anywhere.  Thus  the  Recorder  is  doing  its  best  to 
hold  the  line  by  getting  out  a  good  paper  at  reasonable  cost. 

It  has  been  another  newsworthy  year  for  Baptists  and  the  Recorder  has  stayed  on 
top  of  all  that's  happening.  At  the  State  Convention  last  November  in  Winston- 
Salem,  a  new  relationship  between  the  convention  and  Wake  Forest  University  was 
approved.  Messengers  who  attended  were  well  informed  and  the  issue  was  settled 
without  serious  division  or  controversy.  This  is  just  one  illustration  of  how  the 
Recorder  informs  North  Carolina  Baptists  on  vital  matters  affecting  them.  No  other 
can  take  its  place,  certainly  not  the  secular  press  which  has  so  many  denominations 
to  cover. 

Even  though  it  was  not  a  Baptist  issue,  the  Recorder  was  able  to  set  the  record 
straight  on  an  anonymous  petition  being  circulated  about  a  film  supposedly  about 
"the  sex  life  of  Jesus."  Not  only  did  the  Recorder  run  news  stories  and  editorials  on 
this  matter,  it  responded  to  numerous  telephone  calls.  It  was  able  to  tell  people  the 
truth  about  something  that  never  did  take  place  and  -  and  the  story  was  at  least 
four  years  old  anyhow. 

Never  has  there  been  more  misinformation  circulated  among  our  Baptist  people. 
Those  who  do  not  receive  the  Recorder  are  easy  victims  for  all  types  of  misleading 
stories  and  rumors.  Add  to  this  the  deliberate  efforts  of  some  groups  to  siphon  off 
the  loyalties  and  money  of  Baptist  people  and  there's  a  strong  case  for  sending 
the  Recorder  to  every  church  family.  See  that  your  church  makes  this  move  in  the 
coming  year. 


CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  REPORT 

Another  year  has  gone  by  and  our  editors  and  writers  of  our  Materials  Service 
Department  have  been  hard  at  work  creating  new  and  updated  periodicals  to  keep 
in  step  with  our  changing  world. 

We,  as  Southern  Baptists,  are  blessed  with  people  dedicated  to  the  purpose  of  of- 
fering the  best  in  teaching  material  to  be  used  in  our  Sunday  Schools  and  Church 
Training.  New  quarterlies  for  the  parents  of  babies  and  toddlers  and  recordings  of 
children's  music  have  just  been  released  for  use  in  the  children's  departments.

We  can  be  thankful 
for  writers  seeking  to  reach  the  needs  of  all  ages  in  our  churches  as  well  as 
communities. 

The  Missions  Materials  and  periodicals  keep  us  informed  about  our  witness 
around  the  world  and  help  us  be  better  missionaries  here  at  home. 

Then  what  would  we  do  without  the  Biblical  Recorder,  our  state  newspaper, 
which  keeps  us  informed  about  the  happenings  in  our  own  state  as  well  as  the  Sou- 
thern Baptist  Convention?  We're  thankful  for  a  paper  that  isn't  afraid  to  speak  out 
on  controversial  issues.  The  news  we  find  in  our  paper  isn't  always  good  news,  such 
as  recently,  but  being  aware  of  what  goes  on  makes  us  better  able  to  do  something 
about  it.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote  Mis- 
sions, Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  fellowship  as  fostered  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.  C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  De- 
tailed and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PRO- 
MOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  mess- 
engers thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall 
have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal 
rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellow- 
ship from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  prac- 
tice, or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  ful- 
filling the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were  ap- 
pointed to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  messengers  and 
members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  there 
in  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under 
the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request  comes  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this 
period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds 
of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send 
a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statis- 
tical information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associational  office 
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as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church,  that  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational  meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a 
letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the 
association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee  shall-  seek  to  make  the  church 
fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees.  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director 
of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their  or- 
ganization at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 
Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers 
for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all  these 
officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in  the 
use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  opera- 
tion of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  nec- 
essary recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present  the 
annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This 
committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  bud- 
get by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches 
in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All 
churches  who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  association  shall 
receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  S 1 .50  each. 

SECTION  III.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution  and 
report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 
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SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of  Evangelism. 
They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultan- 
eous efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the 
church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present 
a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  Pro- 
gram of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism. 
The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five 
members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mission- 
ary in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  Gospel  to  all 
the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to  pro- 
mote religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing  mission  stations  in 
neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  respon- 
sibilities, this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1 .  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new 
work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  com- 
mittee and,  through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for  the 
association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  genera]  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 
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SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary,  but 
upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the  candidate  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the 
directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  com- 
mittee before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the  as- 
sociation and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and  ad- 
vise the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  ap- 
plication for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to  assist  in 
securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of 
other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold  title 
for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which 
shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and 
make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 


These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

Article  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  messen- 
gers present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  or 
Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mes- 
sengers present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended  change 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

•SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  pre- 
side at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive  Promotional 
Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become 
Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice-Moderator 
at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by  the 
moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all  sessions  of  the 
annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of 
the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disburse  all 
funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association,  or  at  the  di- 
rection of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall  also 
transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come  into 
his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and  present  a 
history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a  con- 
tinuing record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding 
historian. 

SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
SECTION  VIII.  Superintendent  of  Missions: 

PART  I.  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  dutties  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with  the 
pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties 
as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the 
annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for  such) 
the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  inde- 
finite period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty  day 
notice,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted 
two  full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is  en- 
titled to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1-week  revivals  and  assist  in  two 
weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He  will  be 
available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically  possible.  The 
services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without  charge 
to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  with  suitable  honora- 
riums. The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time 
for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Missions  Committee. 
The  Superintendet  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general 
program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to 
attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  Meeting  and  other  con- 
ventions and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  II:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  participating  in 
the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a 
certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the 
regular  financial  program  of  the  association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of 
$  1 .50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
1 00  or  less  -  1 0  copies,  1 50  or  less  -  1 5  copies,  more  than  1 50  -  20  copies. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XV:  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Association 
on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the  Social  Ser- 
vices Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVII  (Committees):  Recreation  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  re- 
creational activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVIII  (Committees):  Youth  Committee  -  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  youth 
activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  III:  That  the  Associational  Senior  Co-ordinator  be 
added  as  an  officer  of  Polk  Baptist  Association  under  Article  V,  Section  I,  by 
leaving  off  the  "a"  before  the  "Music  Director";  adding  a  comma  after  "Music 
Director"  instead  of  a  period  and  then  adding  the  words:  "and  Associational  Senior 
Co-ordinator? 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  IV:  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of  Mis- 
sions" be  changed  each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title  "Director  of 
Missions." 

ARTICLE  IV,  SECTION  II:  (Reception  of  Churches)  -  Sentence  2  of  Section  II 
be  changed  from  "The  churches  so  received  to  "A  newly  established  Southern  Bap- 
tist Church  or  churches  so  received"  -  the  remainder  of  Section  II  would  remain  as 
is.  At  the  conclusion  of  Section  II,  it  is  recommended  that  the  following  sentence 
be  added:  "An  older  -  established  Southern  Baptist  Church  or  churches,  in  doctri- 
nal agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  not  have  to  come  under  the 
watch  care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  but  would  be  received  immediately  into 
full  membership  of  the  Association  upon  being  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  mes- 
sengers present."

NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT  FOR  1980 

State  Mission  support  is  now  one  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering. 
The  allocations  for  State  Misisions  are  divided  into  two  programs.  The  first  program 
includes  Church  Development.  The  second  program  deals  with  Direct  Ministries. 
In  the  first  program  aid  is  given  to  Fruitland,  Seminary  Extension,  and  pastoral  aid. 
Also,  our  camps  at  Caswell,  Truett,  and  Caraway  are  included. 

In  the  second  program  there  is  help  for  migrant  workers,  the  chaplaincy,  and 
language  ministries  to  the  deaf,  blind,  and  mentally  retarded. 

Each  of  these  programs  touch  the  lives  of  thousands  of  North  Carolinians.  These 
precious  people  -  5,604,000  to  be  exact  -  are  the  reason  for  everything  we  do. 

State  Missions  will  receive  27%  of  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offerings,  es- 
timated to  be  $675,000  for  1980.  Polk  Association  will  surely  want  to  show  its 
appreciation  by  giving  sacrificially!

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THE  HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT  FOR  1980 


The  past  12  months  at  the  Home  Mission  Board  have  been  crowded  with  produc- 
tive and  challenging  activity.  The  major  emphasis  in  planning  has  been  to  coordi- 
nate the  efforts  of  the  staff  in  development  of  a  mid-range  plan  (1979-82).  This 
plan  functions  as  a  bridge  between  the  long  range  plan,  TARGET:  A.D.  2000,  and 
the  annual  operating  plan.  By  approaching  planning  in  this  manner,  the  Home 
Mission  Board  staff  has  been  able  to  coordinate  their  programs  with  the  emphasis  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

This  year  was  marked  by  outstanding  financial  support  by  Southern  Baptists. 
The  largest  offering  for  home  missions  in  the  world  was  received,  with  total  receipts 
of  the  Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offering  amounting  to  $14,171,637.  The  offering 
marked  a  15.38  percent  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Likewise,  Cooperative 
Program  gifts  increased.  The  board  received  $12,500,000  in  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram operating  budget,  plus  $49,644  in  the  challenge  section  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  budget.  Cooperative  Program  gifts  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  in- 
creased 13.82  percent  over  the  previous  year. 

Polk  Association  increased  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  from  a  total  of  $3,641 
in  1979  to  $5328.10  in  1980.  This  is  an  encouraging  sign  and  we  hope  we  will  make 
even  greater  advances  in  1981. 
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THE  FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT  FOR  1980 


Southern  Baptist  outreach  to  the  world  through  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  ex- 
perienced a  good  year.  Some  indicators  that  this  denomination  is  taking  Bold  Mis- 
sion Thrust  seriously  are  encouraging. 

An  event  of  notable  significance  in  1979  was  the  retirement  of  Baker  James 
Cauthen  as  executive  director.  His  effective  26-year  leadership  and  dynamic  pro- 
claiming of  foreign  missions  have  challenged  and  inspired  Southern  Baptists. 

This  past  year's  foreign  mission  effort  was  accomplished  in  the  midst  of  shock- 
ing human  suffering,  devastating  inflation,  political  turmoil,  resurgent  religions, 
militant  secularism,  and  indescribable  moral  decay.  These  create  the  environment 
for  missions  every  year.  Next  year  will  be  no  different.  God  has  set  before  Southern 
Baptist  an  open  door.  To  walk  through  it  with  boldness  will  yield  the  greatest  days 
yet  in  missions  advance. 

The  sending  out  and  maintaining  missionaries  is  primary  in  Southern  Baptist 
overseas  missions  through  the  channel  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Total 
Southern  Baptist  foreign  missionaries  exceeded  the  3,000  level  by  the  end  of  1979. 
Net  missionary  personnel  gain  for  1979  was  102.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  mis- 
sionary staff  totaled  3,008.  The  Bold  Mission  Thrust  objective  to  increase  the  staff 
to  more  than  5,000  by  2000  A.D.  remains  a  challenge. 

Southern  Baptist  foreign  missionaries  were  assigned  to  95  countries  and  terri- 
tories by  the  end  of  1979.  One  new  field  was  entered  during  the  year  -  Transkei  - 
a  new  African  homeland  established  from  the  territory  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa. 

In  1979  Southern  Baptists'  contributions  for  foreign  missions  totaled 
$74,976,749.  The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  amounted  to  S36,2 17,473.  The 
1980  goal  for  Lottie  Moon  is  $45,000,000. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  Polk  had  a  greater  share  in  the  foreign  missions  pro- 
gram in  1980.  In  1979  the  gifts  were  $9,631  and  in  1980  they  totaled  $16,321. 
May  God  bless  you  and  help  you  to  give  more  generously  in  1981.

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HISTORY  OF  COLUMBUS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


It  was  on  the  morning  of  April  1,  1857  that  a  council  of  interested  persons  met 
in  the  old  wooden  county  court  house  in  Columbus,  N.  C.  to  organize  a  new  mis- 
sionary Baptist  Church. 

This  council  was  composed  of  the  following  deacons:  James  Coward  from  Green 
River  Church,  Toliver  Davis  of  Rutherfordton,  M.  L.  Morrow  and  A.  P.  Bobo  from 
Wolf  Creek  (now  Landrum  Church).  The  following  minsters  were  present:  Thomas 
J.  Earl,  D.  C.  Rollins  and  A.  J.  Cansler. 

Then  a  week  later,  on  April  8,  the  newly  formed  Columbus  Baptist  Church,  com- 
posed of  thirty-one  charter  members,  met  and  called  A.  J.  Cansler  as  its  first  pastor. 
The  charter  members  included  six  white  men  and  seventeen  white  women,  two 
negro  men  and  six  negro  women,  slaves  of  the  white  members  at  that  time. 

Although  there  are  no  records  for  a  period  of  time,  and  we  do  not  know  for 
sure  when  the  church  building  was  built,  older  people  of  the  county  have  told  us  it 
was  erected  in  1 858. 

Rev.  T.  B.  Justice  was  elected  pastor  in  August  of  1896.  Under  his  leadership  the 
church  seemed  to  take  on  new  life.  A  Sunday  School  was  organized  at  this  time. 
Then  in  1910  the  W.  M.  U.  was  organized  by  Mrs.  T.  W.  Posey,  wife  of  the  pastor  at 
that  time. 

It  was  in  1927  that  a  new  front  was  put  on  the  building,  a  baptistry  was  installed 
in  the  auditorium,  and  rock  wall  was  built  in  front  of  the  church. 

In  1945,  Rev.  H.  E.  Bradey  became  the  first  full  time  pastor.  During  his  pas- 
torate eight  additional  Sunday  School  rooms  were  built  and  regular  contributions 
were  begun  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  Many  new  members  were  added,  and  a 
parsonage  was  begun.  The  new  parsonage  was  dedicated  September  27,  1953. 

In  1957  the  church  conducted  a  week  long  celebration  of  its  centennial  year. 
Previous  pastors  were  present  to  bring  messages  each  night  of  the  week. 

During  the  1960's  church  membership  and  attendance  continued  to  grow, 
utilizing  all  the  educational  facilities  which  had  been  completed  a  few  years  pre- 
viously. Also,  at  this  period  of  time,  stained  glass  windows  were  installed  in  the 
sanctuary,  a  library  was  started,  and  the  front  of  the  church  was  remodeled  and 
enclosed  to  provide  a  vestibule. 

During  the  1970's  when  Rev.  Charles  Bullard  was  pastor  many  improvements 
were  made,  one  being  that  new  pews  were  purchased.  And  now  under  the  able 
leadership  of  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes  many  things  are  being  accomplished  by  the  church. 

On  March  23,  1980  fire  caused  extensive  damage  to  the  educational  building 
and  smoke  damage  to  the  sanctuary.  But  God's  people  have  been  at  work,  and 
repairs  will  be  completed  by  October  1. 

We  rejoice  in  the  progress  of  Columbus  Baptist  Church  and  thank  the  Lord  for 
His  bountiful  love  and  blessings.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  MEETING  -  FEBRUARY  3,  1980 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  vice-moderator,  Rev.  John  Godfrey, 
pastor  of  Cooper's  Gap  Church,  who  also  led  in  devotions. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  clerk  and  approved 
There  was  a  call  for  old  and  new  business. 

Rev.  Simpson  stated  th'at  the  stencil  maker  is  here.  It  should  be  of  great  help  to 
the  pastors.  He  also  announced  that  we  now  have  5  modules  to  be  used  by  the 
churches.  These  are  Church  Training  Modules. 

The  First  Quarter  Financial  Report  was  passed  out. 

The  Evangelism  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Houston  Moses.  He  reported  that  an 
Evangelism  Crusade  is  planned  for  1981  and  that  Polk  would  be  a  sponsor.  An 
Evangelism  Extension  Course  is  to  be  held  at  Hie  Mill  Spring  Church  beginning 
February  18th. 

The  Sunday  School  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  He  announced 
that  there  would  be  a  Leadership  Extension  Course  on  the  14th  of  February. 

The  Church  Training  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Bill  Painter.  He  announced  that 
we  are  planning  a  Bible  Drill  and  also  a  Speakers'  Tournament  in  our  Association. 

There  was  a  call  for  a  report  on  the  campground.  This  report  was  given  by  Mr. 
Ted  Owens,  one  of  the  trustees.  He  reported  that  the  land  had  been  sold  for 
$600.00  an  acre.  Question  from  the  floor:  "When  would  the  churches  be  refunded 
for  their  part  in  it?"  The  Moderator  stated  that  it  would  be  up  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  decide. 

The  Clerk  was  asked  to  read  the  minutes  from  the  meeting  in  which  the  Trustees 
were  given  permission  to  sell  the  land.  (Minutes  read  dated  August  1978).  Mr. 
Owens  then  made  a  suggestion  that  we  send  a  copy  of  the  terms  to  each  church. 
After  each  church  has  had  a  chance  to  examine  the  terms,  we  would  better  know 
the  feelings  of  the  churches  concerning  the  matter.  Action  to  be  taken  as  soon  as 
possible. 

There  was  a  motion  made  that  we  take  $12,000.00  out  of  our  checking  account 
and  put  it  into  a  CD  Saving  Certificate.  Seconded.  Motion  carried. 

There  was  a  motion  made  that  we  give  Rev.  Simpson  the  authority  to  have 
shelves  built  or  buy  metal  shelving  for  the  Associational  Office.  Seconded.  Motion 
carried. 

There  was  a  motion  made  that  the  Association  send  $25.00  a  month  to  help 
support  our  pioneer  missionary,  Phillip  McCall  in  Ohio.  Seconded.  Carried. 

The  Moderator  then  recommended  that  we  send  a  letter  of  recommendation 
when  a  pastor  leaves  an  Association.  Seconded.  Carried. 

Rev.  Bill  Hodge  and  Rev.  Arthur  Smith  were  welcomed  as  new  pastors. 

Rev.  Simpson  shared  the  information  that  Rev.  John  Godfrey  was  named  to  the 
General  Board  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Dismissed  in  prayer. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  MEETING  -  MAY  4,  1980 


The  Executive  Committee  met  at  the  Mill  Spring  Baptist  Church  on  May  4, 
1980.  The  following  business  was  transacted: 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  vice-moderator,  Rev.  John  Godfrey,  De- 
votion was  given  by  Rev.  Bill  Hodge,  pastor  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church.  Rev. 
Godfrey  expressed  his  appreciation  for  each  one  being  present. 

Roll  call  of  churches  revealed  that  there  were  10  churches  represented.  The 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  clerk  and  approved. 

Question  from  the  floor:  "Was  someone  appointed  to  write  letter  of  recommen- 
dation to  Virginia?  "  "Yes,  Mrs.  Simpson  was  to  write  said  letter." 

Question:  "Has  the  land  been  sold?"  "Yes." 

Second  Quarter  Financial  Report  was  given  out  and  reviewed  by  Rev.  Simpson. 
It  was  noted  that  the  payment  on  the  land  will  be  $750.00  per  month  until  paid. 

The  Evangelism  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Houston  Moses.  He  announced  that 
the  Association  will  sponsor  an  Associational-Wide  Revival  to  be  held  September 
21-24.  Different  pastors  will  be  doing  the  preaching  with  special  music  by  different 
groups  in  the  churches  and  also  an  Associational-Wide  Choir.  A  show  of  hands  was 
given  to  show  our  approval.  Call  for  questions. 

The  Missions  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  He  asked 
that  the  secretary  send  a  letter  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Russell  Stott  for  installing  the  lights 
in  ths  missionary's  study.  He  also  brought  the  following  recommendation:  Since  the 
Simpsons  are  going  to  Florida  to  visit  their  granddaughter  who  is  ill;  that  the 
association  pay  their  plane  fare  to  Miami.  Motion  made  with  a  second.  Voted  by 
saying  "Aye." 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Commitee,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing recommendation:  This  was  a  two-fold  recommendation:  That  Rev.  John 
Godfrey  be  advanced  to  Moderator  and  Rev.  Bill  Hodge  be  elected  as  vice-modera- 
tor.

He  also  made  the  following  announcements:  Pastors  Conference  -  Monday 
night.  Also,  the  Bible  Drill  will  be  held  at  Midway  Church  on  Tuesday  night  at  7:00. 
Rev.  Alvin  Jackson  will  be  conducting  the  Bible  Drill  as  well  as  the  Speakers'  Tour- 
nament. Rev.  Jackson  urged  all  the  churches  to  participate. 

The  moderator  asked  what  action  we  want  to  take  concerning  the  Faith  Temple 
and  the  Columbus  Churches.  There  was  a  motion  that  we  take  the  allotment  for 
Convention  Expense  and  divide  it  between  Faith  Temple  and  Columbus  Churches. 
Voted  by  ayes. 

Dismissed  by  Rev.  Alvin  Jackson  who  led  in  prayer. 
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MINUTES  OF  EXECUTIVE  MEETING  -  AUGUST  3,  1980 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  host  pastor,  Rev.  Houston  Moses,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Moderator.  Mr.  Henry  Huntsinger  led  in  prayer.  The  scripture  was 
taken  from  Matthew  -  "The  Beatitudes"  -  read  by  Rev.  Houston  Moses  with 
comments.  Rev.  Moses  also  led  in  prayer. 

Minutes  were  read  by  the  clerk  and  approved  as  read.  The  roll  call  of  churches 
was  given  next  with  eight  churches  represented.  Request  of  prayer  was  made  for 
Rev.  Bill  Hodge.  There  was  a  call  for  new  business. 

A  partial  report  was  given  by  the  nominating  committee  by  Rev.  Lee  Gregory. 
The  following  nominations  were  given:  Sunday  School  Director  -  Rev.  Boyce  Brad- 
shaw;  Church  Training  Director  -  Rev.  William  Painter;  Brotherhood  -  Mr.  Jerry 
Padgett;  Music  -  Mrs.  Charlene  Pate;  W.  M.  U.  -  Mrs.  Roena  Smothers.  Voted  by 
show  of  hands  with  a  second. 

Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  reported  that  we 
would  ask  for  $2500  from  the  State  Convention  under  Option  1  in  which  we  do 
not  have  to  specify  what  the  money  will  be  spent  for.  Voted  by  ayes.  Carried. 

Budget  Committee  presented  the  Proposed  Budget.  It  was  adopted  with  a 
motion  and  a  second. 

Motion  was  made  that  we  repay  oursleves  first  from  sale  of  land.  Voted  with  a 
second.  Matter  referred  to  financial  committee  that  they  have  the  authority  to  in- 
vest the  money  ($44,767.60). 

Motion  made  that  this  money  be  added  to  certificate  and  make  it  an  even 
$5000.00.  Motion  made  with  a  second. 

Financial  Report  approved  as  read. 

Rev.  Houston  Moses  reported  on  the  Associational-Wide  Revival.  He  expressed 
his  desire  that  God  would  be  with  us  and  pour  out  His  spirit  on  us. 

Rev.  Marshall  Simpson  was  recognized.  He  brought  to  our  attention  that  the 
Week  of  Prayer  for  N.  C.  Missions  would  be  October  5-12.  He  emphasized  that  we 
stress  this  offering. 

Mrs.  Charlene  Pate  announced  a  choir  rehearsal  for  the  Associational  Revival. 
It  would  be  held  at  Peniel  Church  August  25th  and  26th. 

Rev.  Simpson  urged  all  churches  to  raise  their  pastors'  salary  due  to  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  living.  He  also  urged  all  churches  to  give  on  a  percentage  basis  to  the 
Cooperative  Probram. 

There  was  a  motion  to  adjourn  with  a  second. 
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A  SPECIAL  CALL  MEETING  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

MAY  21,  1980 


At  a  call  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  Constitutional  Changes 
Committee  recommended  the  following  changes  and  additions  in  the  Constitution 
of  Polk  Baptist  Association: 

Change  No.  1  -  That  the  Youth  Shelter  Committee  be  incorporated  as  part 
of  the  Social  Service  Committee  with  the  following  wording  as  the  last  sentence 
of  Article  VI,  Section  XV:  "Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Association  on  the 
Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the  Social  Services 
Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association." 

Change  No.  2  -  That  the  following  two  sections  be  added  to  Article  VI  (Com- 
mittees): Section  XVII  -  Recreation  Committee.  "This  committee  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  recreational  activities  and  pro- 
grams sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association." 

Section  XVIII  -  Youth  Committee.  "This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  youth  activities  and  programs  sponsored 
by  Polk  Baptist  Association." 

Change  No.  3  -  That  the  Associational  Senior  Coordinator  be  added  as  an  officer 
of  Polk  Baptist  Association  under  Article  V,  Section  I,  by  leaving  off  the  "and" 
before  "Music  Director";  adding  a  comma  after  "Music  Director"  instead  of  a 
period  and  then  adding  the  words:  "and  Associational  Senior  Coordinator." 

Change  No.  4  -  "  That  the  official  title,  'Superintendent  of  Missions,'  be  changed 
each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title,  'Director  of  Missions.'  " 

Change  No.  5  -  That  Article  IV,  Section  II  (Reception  of  Churches)-  be  revised 
as  follows:  "Sentence  2  of  Section  II  be  changed  from  'The  churches  so  received' 
to  'A  newly  established  Southern  Baptist  Church  or  Churches  so  received'  -  the 
remainder  of  Section  II  would  remain  as  is.  At  the  conclusion  of  Section  II,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  following  sentence  be  added:  'An  older-established  Southern 
Baptist  Church  or  Churches,  in  doctrinal  agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association, 
being  received  into  the  membership  of  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  not  have  to 
come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  but  would  be  received 
immediately  into  full  membership  of  the  Association  upon  being  voted  in  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present."

We  have  accepted  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  Challenge,  and  some  of  the  churches 
have  reached  their  goal  set  for  1982.
